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INTRODUCTION 

The  author  first  accepted  the  responsibility  to  gather  the  genealogy  of  the 
families  of  Edward  Dalton  and  Charles  Dalton.  In  time  it  was  observed  that  great 
numbers  of  other  Dalton  families  had  to  be  included.  Subsequently  the  author 
undertook  the  huge  task  to  form  a  standardized  genealogical  record  of  John  Dalton. 
This  required  painstaking  care  and  a  persistent  determination  to  bring  the  present 
genealogy  to  its  completion.  The  genealogy  has  been  years  in  the  course  of  prepara- 
tion. Replies  to  letters  of  inquiry  have  not  always  been  given,  but  for  the  pride  of 
his  ancestors  and  a  very  apparent  need  for  a  standard  record,  the  completion  of  this 
book  might  easily  have  been  postponed  for  many  years.  Some  names  of  the  de- 
scendants of  John  Dalton  we  were  unable  to  secure  and  all  the  branches  of  this 
family  are  not  complete.  Just  a  break  of  one  to  two  generations  precluded  the  pos- 
sibility of  including  many  families  in  the  record.  To  have  solved  these  problems 
would  entail  great  extra  work  and  it  was  quite  impossible  to  obtain  these  lost 
branches  of  genealogy  as  this  Volume  goes  to  press.  The  names  of  the  remaining 
descendants  may  at  a  future  time  be  obtained  and  someone  for  this  duty  may  raise 
up  and  complete  a  large  volume  of  John  Dalton's  genealogy. 

The  documentation  of  records  takes  lots  of  time  and  money. 

Most  all  the  typewriting  done  for  the  author  in  compiling  this  book  and 
assisting  him  in  research  is  due  to  a  young  man  who  began  his  duties  at  the  age  of 
twelve  and  finished  at  age  seventeen.  My  son  Mark  Ardath  Dalton,  II,  whose  pic- 
ture is  here  presented.

PREFACE 

The  ancient  Saxon-English  root  name — 

"Dale-Tun"  described  "farm  settlement  in  the  little  valley  or  town  in  the 
dale." 

Dalton  is  spelled  in  various  ways:  D'alton,  de  Dalton,  Dolton,  Dolten, 
Daulton,  Daletonne,  Dallton  and  DeAliton. 

In  our  family  Henry  Dalton  spelled  his  name  Dolton. 

Charles  Dalton  until  1857  spelled  his  name  Dolten. 

The  genealogy  of  John  Dalton  by  reason  of  its  preparation  is  divided  into 
several  parts.  The  first  part  is  the  most  ancient  of  our  English  ancestors.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  for  documentation  of  these  ancient  English  records  than 
what  appear  in  this  book. 

The  second  part  represents  as  much  documentation  of  places  and  names  as 
the  author  was  able  to  obtain.  The  migration  of  any  ancestor  from  England  or 
Europe  to  the  United  States  represents  the  crucial  period  in  most  genealogical  his- 
tories. Many  family  genealogies  are  stopped  at  the  point  of  migration  for  a  total 
loss  of  information.  In  those  periods  many  people  were  unable  to  read  and  write. 
They  were  people  as  a  great  many  are  today  who  kept  little  if  any  family  records. 
The  only  information  to  rely  on  were  public  records  which  in  themselves  were 
scanty  and  many  times  inaccurate.  These  inaccuracies  will  appear  in  many  records 
due  to  the  recorder  spelling  the  name  from  the  sound  of  a  word  and  time  periods. 
Then  there  is  the  multiplicity  of  inaccuracies  such  as  spelling,  places  and  dates  ap- 
pearing due  to  poor  copies  being  made  by  various  individuals.  These  mistakes  are 
very  prominent  in  many  manuscript  copies  of  records  presented  to  the  author. 
Unmarked  graves  and  loss  by  fire  produced  a  loss  of  records. 

John  Luther  Dalton  in  1889  gave  us  our  only  record  of  Thomas  Dalton.  He 
was  born  at  Pembrey,  Carmarthan  County,  Wales  in  1732.  There  is  no  record  of 
his  life  until  1763  when  John  Dalton  was  born  at  Canico  Jiggs,  Northumberland 
County,  Virginia.  Four  children  were  born.  We  should  be  grateful  for  this  much 
information,  for  it  gave  us  the  definite  point  in  history  to  connect  us  with  the 
ancient  English  Dalton  families. 

The  third  part  deals  with  traditions  or  the  handing  down  orally  of  stories 
from  generation  to  generation  and  without  respect  for  written  documentation.  In 
the  field  of  tradition  one  is  immediately  lost  for  definite  directions,  guide  posts 
and  lines. 

The  author  being  a  commander  in  the  United  States  Navy  thought  himself 
capable  to  document  the  military  records  of  Thomas  and  John  Dalton.  He  did 
document  the  records  as  he  found  them  and  made  no  effort  to  draw  any  false  con- 
clusions to  establish  any  family  relationship.  These  documents  are  open  for  review 
and  the  author  seeks  the  minds  of  researchers  to  put  them  in  their  proper  places. 

The  fourth  part  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  the  records  of  John  Luther  Dalton 
and  the  Temple  records  of  Charles  and  John  Dalton.  The  reason  for  limiting  the 
Temple  records  is  due  to  the  fact  that  these  records  represented  the  crucial  points  in 
our  Temple  genealogy.  You  all  will  immediately  recognize  mistakes  in  dates,  names 
and  places.  One  mistake  in  the  Temple  record  of  John  Dalton  will  be  the  birth  date 
of  his  father  John.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  author  that  the  endowment  Temple  re-

corder  put  1777  instead  of  1763,  this  being  correct  in  the  sealing  records.  To  put 
this  to  a  test  just  compare  your  own  records  with  that  of  your  ward  and  stake 
clerks. 

The  compiler  is  not  sure  that  John  Dalton,  enumerated  in  the  United  States 
census  1790,  Philadelphia  County,  Pennsylvania,  is  the  same  John  Dalton  which 
appears  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives  of  the  Revolutionary  War  or  is  the  same  John 
Dalton  referred  to  in  the  genealogical  record  of  John  Luther  Dalton. 

In  the  1790  U.S.  census  of  Philadelphia  County,  Pennsylvania,  the  family  of 
John  Dalton  had  one  white  male  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years.  John  Luther 
Dalton's  records  indicate  Margaret,  a  daughter,  was  the  oldest  child. 

In  1790  there  were  no  vital  statistics  made  or  kept.  A  young  child  dying  of 
measles,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  etc.,  could  and  was  easily  lost  in  family 
records. 

We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  family  relationship  to  the  notorious  Dalton 
gang. 

Husbands  and  wives  are  recognized  when  no  children  are  born.  No  divorce  is 
recognized  only  occasionally  unless  children  are  born  to  the  divorced  parties. 

In  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  family  genealogy  is  a 
necessary  requirement  for  temple  work.  Genealogies  therefore,  are  requirements 
next  to  our  very  own  ordinances.  It  is  the  most  interesting  activity  in  the  Church 
and  will  exact  the  skill  and  cleverness  of  the  most  intelligent.  The  author  wishes 
glad  tidings  to  the  generations  to  follow  in  this  missionary  work. 

Chapters  are  devoted  to  the  genealogies  of  five  children  of  John  Dalton  and 
Elizabeth  Cooker,  i.e.,  Margaret,  Henry,  John  Jr.,  or  II,  Simon  Cooker  and  Charles. 
Any  mistakes  found  will  be  due  to  the  contributors  of  family  group  sheets.  Each 
family  is  given  a  key  generation  number.  The  generation  numbers  are  derived  from 
the  John  Luther  Dalton  pedigree  chart.  John  Dalton  and  Elizabeth  Cooker  genera- 
tion number  is  22,  their  children  generation  number  is  23,  their  grandchildren  hav- 
ing the  generation  number  24  and  so  on  to  generation  numbers  25,  26,  27,  28,  and 
etc.  In  this  way  one  can  easily  establish  relationship  in  a  family  and  in  other 
families.

The  Heralds  College  was  incorporated  by  King  Richard  III,  2  March,  1483-84 
and  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  Kings  of  Arms  defined,  but  as  late  as  1486  we 
find  the  Book  of  St.  Albans  expressing  the  opinion  that  Arms  assumed  by  an  indi- 
vidual, if  not  already  borne  by  another,  are  "Strength  enought." 

It  was  this  difficulty  of  ascertaining  whether  Arms  were  not  "already  borne 
by  another"  which  had  then  for  many  years  past  been  hampering  private  enterprise 
in  the  matter  of  assuming  arms,  and  with  the  marked  growth  and  enforcement  of 
the  Royal  authority  under  the  Tudors  we  find  that  when  the  Heraldic  Visitations 
began  in  152  8  the  officers  of  Arms  were  enpowered  under  the  Great  Seal  not  to

visit  a  county  and  to  register  the  arms,  pedigree,  marriages  and  issued  the  nobility 
and  gentry  therein,  but  to  reprove,  control  and  make  infamous  by  proclamation 
those  who  laid  claim  to  honors  to  which  they  were  not  entitled,  and  Queen 
Elizabeth  by  Proclamation  particularly  commanded  that  those  who  had  no  claim  to 
inherit  arms  should  not  use  them  unless  they  obtained  them  legally  from  her  King 
of  Arms.  As  many  "Visitation  Families"  appear  in  these  pages  using  arms  recorded 
as  having  been  borne  by  their  ancestors  when  the  Visitations  were  made,  a  chrono- 
logical list  of  the  Visitations  in  the  16th  and  17th  centuries  is  given,  together  with 
particulars  of  the  various  officers  of  arms  who  made  them. 

In  carrying  out  these  Visitations  the  following  officers  of  arms  (who  are 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order  for  sake  of  convenience)  took  part.

The  elder  brother  ROBERT  DALTON,  of  Bispham  and  Pilling,  and  later  of 
Thurnham,  which  manor  and  estate  he  purchased  24  June,  1556,  from  Thomas 
Lonne,  citizen  and  grocer  of  London,  who  had  acquired  it  20  April,  1552,  from 
Henry  Gray,  Duke  of  Suffolk.  He  md.  Anne,  eldest  dau.  of  John  Kitchen,  of  Hat- 
field, and  of  Pilling  Hall,  but  d.s.p.  1580  and  was  s.  by  his  nephew. 

ROBERT  DALTON,  of  Thurnham,  m.  Elizabeth,  younger  dau.  of  William 
Hulton,  of  Hulton  Park  (see  Burke's  Peerage,  Hulton,  Bt.)  and  d.  1626,  and  was 
s.  by  his  only  son, 
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THOMAS  DALTON,  of  Thurnham,  raised  at  his  own  expense  a  regiment  of 
horse,  with  which  he  served  in  the  Royal  Army  in  the  Civil  War,  and  d.  of  wounds 
received  at  the  second  battle  of  Newbury,  1644.  His  son, 

ROBERT  DALTON,  of  Thurnham,  md.  Elizabeth,  dau.  and  heir  of  Thomas 
Horner,  of  Middleham,  Yorks,  and  had  issue,  two  daus.  and  co-heirs  of  whom  the 
younger,  Dorothy,  s.  to  the  Manors  of  Caton  and  Aldcliffe  and  m.  Edward  Riddell, 
of  Swinburne  Castle,  who  took  part  in  the  Rising  of  1715  (See  Riddell  of  Felton 
Park) .  The  elder  dau., 

ELIZABETH  DALTON,  of  Thurnham,  m.  William  Hoghton,  of  Park  Hall,  c. 
Lanes,  derived  from  Richard  Hoghton,  of  Park  Hall,  3rd  son  of  Sir  Richard 
Hoghton,  of  Hoghton  Tower,  co.,  Lanes  (see  Burke's  Peerage,  DE  HOGHTON, 
Bt.),  and  d.

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CHAPTER  4 

COPY  OF  MINUTES— DALTON  ORGANIZATION 

Sunday  3rd  February  1889.  The  meeting  was  called  by  Charles  Dalton  of  Hooper, 
Davis  County,  Utah.  There  were  present  at  the  meeting  Charles  Dalton  of  South 
Hooper,  Davis  County,  Utah,  Mathew  Dalton,  of  Willard,  Box  Elder  County, 
Utah,  John  Luther  Dalton,  of  Ogden,  Weber  Co.,  Utah,  Orlando  Dalton  of  Sly- 
mouth,  Box  Elder  County,  Utah,  Don  Carloss  Dalton  of  Ogden,  Weber  Co.,  Utah, 
Simon  Dalton  of  Hooper,  Weber  County,  Utah,  William  Henry  Dalton,  of  Summit, 
Weber  County,  Utah  and  Frederick  Fedel  Dalton  of  Ogden,  Weber  County,  Utah. 
Charles  Dalton  was  chosen  as  Secretary.  The  chairman  stated  the  object  of  the 
meeting  is  to  organize  a  genealogical  society  of  all  the  families,  with  nine  directors 
(or  more  if  necessary)  with  a  president,  vice-president,  secretary  and  treasurer  to 
gather  genealogies,  and  for  the  labor  for  the  dead  in  the  Temples.  Moved  and 
carried  that  Mathew  W.  Dalton  be  accorded  the  freedom  of  the  meeting  the  same 
as  though  he  were  a  known  relative. 

John  Luther  Dalton  was  unanimously  sustained  by  the  meeting  as  a  director,  and 
president  of  this  organization.  Fred  F.  Dalton  was  sustained  as  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. Moved  and  carried  that  there  be  nine  directors  (or  more  if  necessary)  in  the 
organization  and  six  or  more  in  America  and  three  or  more  in  Europe.  Moved  and 
carried  that  Edward  Dalton,  of  Manassa,  Colorado,  be  a  director  and  vice-president. 
Moved  and  carried  that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  Simon  Eugene  Dalton 
of  Springville,  Utah  County,  Utah,  be  a  director,  or  any  one  else  the  family  in  that 
locality  may  wish  to  choose  and  also  Charles  W.  Dalton  of  Circle  Valley,  Utah  and 
also  one  in  the  family  of  Uncle  John  Dalton  of  Southern  Utah  and  Arizona.  Simon 
E.  Dalton  to  notify  Charles  W's  family  and  get  them  to  join  us  and  Edward  Dalton 
to  notify  his  father's  (Uncle  John  Dalton)  family.  Also  that  there  be  a  vacancy  in 
the  directorship  left  for  Mathew  W.  Dalton's  family,  if  they  wish  to  join  us.  Moved 
by  J.  L.  Dalton  carried  that  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Head  Dalton  Turner  our  8  th  cousin  of 
Dunkirk  House  Nailsworth  Gloucestershire,  England  be  a  director  (if  she  will 
accept  it)  and  that  she  be  instructed  to  select  any  two  more  that  she  wishes  who 
live  in  Europe  to  act  as  directors  and  assist  us  and  we  assist  them  in  gathering  the 
genealogies  and  pedigrees  of  the  good  old  name  of  Dalton  families  and  its  branches. 
Moved  and  carried  that  we  meet  once  a  year  and  that  each  member  pay  one  dollar 
for  present  expenses.  Moved  and  carried  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  and 
that  two  be  Charles  and  John  L.  Dalton  to  go  to  Springville  to  meet  delegates  from 
all  the  rest  of  the  families  (in  America)  with  power  to  act  and  complete  this  or- 
ganization (as  far  as  possible)  at  such  time  as  the  other  families  may  appoint. 
Meeting  adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President.

I  have  had  one  of  our  doctoral  candidates  do  quite  a  bit  of  research  on  Cono- 
cocheague for  you,  and  he  has  come  up  with  his  decision  that  the  town  is  in  Mary- 
land rather  than  Virginia.  As  you  no  doubt  know,  the  boundaries  have  been  so  un- 
certain that  perhaps  someone  thought  the  town  was  in  Virginia  at  one  time  even 
though  the  Potomac  River  has  long  been  a  dividing  line. 

The  following  excerpts  I  have  had  copied  for  you  will  explain  why  we  think 
this  is  true: 

The  following  extracts  are  from 

"Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  the  Journey  of  Bros.  Joseph  (Spangenberg)   and 

Matthew  Reutz  Through  Maryland  and  Virginia  in  July  and  August,  1748"  in 

The  Virginia  Magazine  of  History,  Vol.  II,  pp.  236  and  238. 

Bros.  Joseph  and  Matthew  Reuz  turned  first  northwest  to  Antydum   (Anti- 

etam)    and  Canigotschik   (Conococheague).  Major  Monday  went  with  them 

from  Manakesy  (Monocacy)  to  the  South  Branch  of  the  Potomack. 

On  July  12th  they  passed  over  the  South  Mountain  and  came  on  the  same  day 

to  the  Canigotschik    (Conococheague  R.).  From  The  Virginia  Magazine  of 

History,  Vol.  12,  pp.  78  and  79: 

In  Kanigetschik  (Conococheague,  Md.)  which  is  situated  28  miles  from  Capt. 

Ogle's    (in  Monocacy,  Md.),  across  the  Little  Blue  Mountains,  towards  the 

northwest,  Jonathan  Haeger  is  our  dear  host. 

If  Bro.  Joseph  desires  to  have  his  passport  signed,  before  leaving  Maryland  for 

Virginia,  it  can  be  done  at  Kanigotsehik  (Conococheague) ,  because  seven  miles 

from  Jonathan  Haeger's,  the  Justice  of  the  county  and  surveyor,  Prather,  lives. 

Note:  These  extracts  are  from  a  diary  of  1748.  The  italic  phrase  indicates  that 
Conococheague  was  in  Maryland  and  a  further  reference  states  that  it  is  about 
70  miles  from  Jonathan  Haeger's  to  the  house  of  "Colonel  Chrassop  where  the 
North  Branch  of  the  Patowmak  is  cross  to  enter  Virginia." 
We  have  an  interesting  old  map  which  shows  where  the  Conocheague  River 

joins  the  Potomac;  however,  this  map  does  not  show  the  settlement  in  Maryland. 
We  can  furnish  you  copies  of  this  map  which  will  not  show  in  color,  of  course, 

either  on  Xerox,  or  on  photostat.  I  am  including  application  blanks  for  this  for 

you,  if  you  like.

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CHAPTER  6 

There  is  a  general  tradition  in  our  Dalton  families  that  Thomas  Dalton  was  a 
soldier  in  the  American  Revolutionary  War. 

"John  Dalton — His  Father  Thomas  Dalton,  born  May  4,  1732,  in  Pembrey, 
Wales  was  our  emigrant  to  America  and  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War." 

Mrs.  Hand  of  Holland,  Michigan,  a  granddaughter  of  Margaret  Dalton,  has 
a  similar  tradition  but  her  family  was  never  able  to  find  where  Thomas  Dalton 
died. 

In  the  John  Dalton  Jr.  family  and  to  some  extent  in  the  other  families  there 
is  a  tradition  that  John  Dalton  was  born  at  Canico  Jiggs,  Northumberland  County, 
Virginia.  He  married  Elizabeth  Cooker  and  lived  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  a  silversmith  and  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  author  is  a  descendant  of  John  Dalton  Jr.  and  was  schooled  in  these  tradi- 
tions. In  his  attempt  to  identify  these  two  ancestors  he  looked  for  documentary 
records  and  accepted  the  records  as  they  are  here  presented.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  modify  or  draw  any  conclusion  to  establish  family  relationship.  He  makes 
no  attempt  to  justify  or  alter  any  family  tradition  in  the  least. 

It  is  the  author's  opinion  that  these  records  are  most  valuable  and  may  be  a 
source  from  which  our  family  traditions  may  have  justification.  Military  records 
seldom  indicate  family  records  and  ages. 

If  one  of  these  two  Thomas  Daltons  was  our  ancestor,  then  he  married  a  second 
wife. 

Please  note  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Volume  3,  Pages  1117  and  1123 — 
The  name  of  William  Dalton.  His  son  John  will  appear  in  our  Temple  records.  They 
are  not  our  relatives.

United  States  under  the  act  of  the  5th  of  July  1832,  to  all  of  which  she  most 
respectfully  refers,  that  in  the  month  of  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety  two  or 
three  this  despondent  was  living  in  the  city  of  New  Orlens,  whose  maiden  name 
was  Caty  Yarrows  that  she  then  was  married  to  Capt.  Valentine  Thomas  Dalton 
under  the  Spanish  Government  by  a  Catholic  clergyman  by  the  name  of  Welsh,  a 
bishop,  that  she  has  made  a  search  for  the  records  of  the  church  to  establish  her 
marriage  with  said  Dalton  but  owing  to  the  change  of  Government  and  from 
causes  to  despondent  unknown  she  can  not  find  the  records,  that  she  moved  to 
Baton  Rouge  shortly  after  her  marriage  with  Capt.  Dalton  and  by  whom  she  had 

a  son  Valentine  Thos.  and  a  daughter  Juliana.  That  she  first  moved  to 

and  then  to  Baton  Rouge.  The  said  son  now  lives  in  Texas  and  the  said  Juliana  a 
widow  McGell  now  living  with  despondent  in  Layfayett  adjoining  Nerlean,  and 
that  said  Valentine  Dalton  despondent  husband  departed  this  life  about  the  year 
1807  in  Baton  Rouge  leaving  this  despondent  his  widow.  That  shortly  after  the 
death  of  her  first  husband  she  again  intermarried  with  Andrew  Shaw,  that  said 
Shaw  lived  with  her  for  about  one  year.  I  left  him  and  that  she  has  not  heard  of 
him  for  upward  of  thirty  years,  only  that  she  had  once  heard  of  his  death  shortly 
after  his  departure  from  Baton  Rouge  parish,  that  she  continued  to  live  in  Baton 
Rouge  until  about  the  year  1830,  when  she  came  to  New  Orleans  to  live  in  the  city 
of  Lafayett.  She  continued  to  live  but  is  the  identical  person  who  was  the  widow  of 
Capt.  Valentine  T.  Dalton  and  who  died  in  the  parish  of  Baton  Rouge  and  made  his 
will  in  1807. 

She  therefore  states  that  she  was  very  poor  and  has  been  forced  often  to  move 
and  has  lost  all  her  family  records,  that  she  now  claims  the  benefits  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  acts  of  Congress  on  the  7th  of  July  183  8  and  that  of  the  23  of 
August  1842  and  such  others  as  have  paid  on  the  17th  of  March  1843  and  of  the 
17th  June  1844  and  the  tenth  of  August. 

That  she  is  now  in  the  70th  year  of  her  life  age  and  continues  the  name  of 
Caty  Shaw,  that  her  marriage  with  Capt.  Valentine  T.  Dalton  did  not  take  place 
until  after  he  left  the  services,  but  prior  to  the  1st  day  of  January  1794.  In  and  to 
and  subscribe  this  day  and  date  shown  despondent  would  further  state  from  reflec- 
tion she  has  found  a  record  of  the  age  of  her  oldest  son  and  the  widow  of  his  family

Pennsylvania  Archives — The  records  of  the  American  Revolutionary  War  are 
published  in  the  fifth  series. 
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The  regular  battalions  were  state  militia  under  pay,  in  contradiction  to 
Continental  Regiments,  which  were  officered  and  paid  by  Congress,  and  the  Bat- 
talions and  Company  Associators,  who  were  volunteers,  not  paid  unless  mustered 
into  actual  field  service.  To  neglect  these  distinctions  will  cause  confusion.  The 
Pennsylvania  Archives  give  two  muster  rolls,  "men  in  actual  pay,  officers  included 
in  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania."  These  rolls  are  made  up  to  July  1,  1776  and 
August  1,  1776  from  the  muster  rolls.

In  a  letter  sent  to  me,  dated  March  19,  1960,  Mrs.  Voyla  Dalton  Smith  has 
this  to  say,  "Father  left  on  a  mission  to  England  the  28th  of  April  1863  and  re- 
turned 1866.  He  also  made  a  subsequent  trip  to  England  for  genealogical  research 
in  1888  and  compiled  his  findings  in  1889.

John  Dolton  came  to  Wysox  with  his  family  in  or  before  1811,  settling  on  the  little 
Wysox  above  the  Schultz  place,  his  location  being  known  as  "Dolton  Hollow."  In 
the  family  there  were  Margaret,  Henry,  John  Jr.,  Charles,  Simon,  Elizabeth,  Anna, 
Harriet,  and  Jemima.  Three  of  the  sisters — Elizabeth,  Harriet,  and  Jemima  married 
respectively  John,  Hiram  and  Moses,  sons  of  Isaac  Varguson;  Peggy  married  Stephen 
Mereithew.  Henry  Dolton  was  drowned  during  a  freshet  in  the  spring  of  183  3 
while  crossing  the  creek  near  his  home.  The  family  moved  West  in  183  5.

The  other  sons  who  grew  up  were: 
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Daniel,  who  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  married  and  removed  to  Pine 
Creek  where  he  died.

Amos  went  to  the  Lake  country. 

Isaac  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Samuel  Shore,  lived  on  Pond  Hill,  removing 
to  Michigan.  Their  children  were  John,  Moses,  Hiram,  Albert,  Israel,  Hannah, 
Harriet,  Nelson  and  Delos. 

Ruf  us  married  Elsie  Shoemaker  of  Kingston.  He  spent  his  days  in  Wysox  where 
he  died  at  the  age  of  78  years  and  his  wife  at  95  years.  Their  children  were:  Elijah, 
William,  Benjamin,  Joseph,  Gilbert,  James,  Obadiah  (died  young),  Robert,  Claracy 
and  Seth  T.,  the  last  named  born  August  4,  1816  living  (1912)  is  the  oldest  sur- 
viving veteran  of  the  Civil  War  from  Bradford  County. 

David  married  and  died  in  Standing  Stone. 

Solomon,  noted  as  the  man  who  never  had  any  teeth,  removed  to  Owego 
where  he  died. 


CHAPTER   11 

A  RECONSTRUCTION  OF  THE  FAMILY  OF 
JOHN  D ALTON  (22)  IN  AMERICA 

Read  history  of  indenture  laws  for  labor  and  lands  for  immigrants  to  the 
colonies  of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

Thomas  Dalton,  who  was  christened  on  7  May  1732,  Pembrey,  Carmarthan- 
shire,  Wales,  or  England.  He  was  our  immigrant  to  America.  He  married  Betsey  or 
Polly  from  Ireland — issue: 

1-John  Dalton,  born  1763  in  a  village,  Conococheague,  Maryland,  near  the 
Conocacheaque  river. 

2-James  Dalton,  born  1765 

3 -Charles  Dalton 

4-Polly  Dalton — see  1790  census  of  Pennsylvania — Polly  Dalton  married 
George  Odewalt. 

John  Dalton  (22)  next  appears  as  a  young  volunteer,  21  August  1775,  in  the 
First  Associated  Company  for  the  Township  of  Newton,  Bucks  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  At  this  time  the  associators 
were  not  in  the  pay  status  of  the  State  Militia — see  Record  of  Revolutionary  War. 

Following  the  Revolutionary  war— John  Dalton  (22)  married  Elizabeth 
Cooker,  born  1760,  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Simon 
Cooker  and  Betsy  Cooker,  who  were  German  people.  Children: 
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1 -Their  first  child,  a  male  not  named,  was  born  in  Philadelphia  County  before 
1790 — see  U.S.  Census — see  John  Dalton  the  silversmith. 

(Note  the  Author)  At  that  time  there  were  no  vital  statistics  kept.  Many 
children  dying  of  measles,  diphtheria,  small  pox  and  scarlet  fever,  had  no 
records  kept  except  in  family  records.  For  this  reason  the  author  believes 
the  record  of  this  child  was  lost. 

2-Margaret  Dalton,  born  November  7,  1792  or  1794,  Bucks  County  Pennsyl- 
vania. She  married  Stephen  Potter  Merithew,  November  15,  1812.  He  was 
born  January  9,  178  8,  Providence,  Rhode  Island.  They  moved  to  Michigan. 
He  died  October  18,  18  54,  Freedom  Township,  Washtenaw  County,  Michi- 
gan. She  died  June  22,  1875,  Manchester,  Washtenaw  County,  Michigan. 

3 -Henry  Dalton,  born  1794  or  1797,  Bucks  or  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania.  He 
married  Elizabeth  E.  Green,  who  was  born  March  10,  1803.  He  drowned  in 
the  Sesquehanna  River,  April,  183  3,  which  is  located  in  Bradford  County, 
Pennsylvania.  She  died  October  24,  1875,  Chester,  Howard  County,  Iowa.

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CHAPTER  14

WILLIAM  DALTON,  an  Irishman  by  birth  and  an  impressed  seaman  in  the  British 
service,  deserted  and  came  to  Wyoming  before  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  day 
before  the  battle,  July  2,  1778,  he  went  up  the  river  with  others  on  a  scout,  when 
seeing  a  small  party  of  Indians,  Dalton  fired,  wounding  one  of  them  mortally,  but 
the  wounded  Indian  returned  the  fire  and  wounded  Dalton  in  the  knee;  he  carried 
the  ball  to  his  grave.  The  Indian  killed  was  reported  to  have  been  a  son  of  Queen 
Esther,  and  this  has  been  given  as  the  reason  for  her  fiendish  cruelty  to  the  Amer- 
ican prisoners  taken  at  the  battle.  Dalton  married  a  girl  brought  up  by  Adonijah 
Stransbury.  He  came  to  Wyalusing  about  1789  and  settled  on  Wyalusing  Creek  at 
Merryall.  "The  old  man  was  a  man  of  great  strength  and  a  skillful  boxer,  but  in 
the  wrestling  matches  he  seldom  took  part,  unless  he  thought  some  boastful  fellow 
was  trying  to  impose  on  a  weaker  man,  when  a  few  well  dealt  blows  would  put  an 
end  to  the  imposition."  He  and  his  wife  both  died  at  Merryall.  They  had  children: 
JOHN,  who  was  sent  to  prison  for  the  murder  of  Amos  Hurlbut  (1803)  and  died 
in  Philadelphia  after  being  pardoned,  1808.  JOSIAH,  moved  to  Allegheny  County, 
N.Y.  BETSEY,  married  George  Haverley  of  Auburn.  CATHERINE,  married  Mr. 
Shove  of  Rush. 

Notes — This  John  Dalton  seems  to  be  too  young  to  fit  into  the  Revolutionary  War 
history.  There  is  no  record  of  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Cooker.

Endowment  records  which  may  be  of  value  to  you  are  enclosed  herewith. 
Ordinance  work  performed  in  1877  showed  John  Dalton  and  Elizabeth  Cooker 
as  parents  of  John  Dalton,  b.  10  July  1801,  and  Thomas  Dalton  and  Betsey  as  his 
grandparents.  Rebecca  Newell,  Box  324,  Moab,  Utah,  in  1946,  submitted  a  sheet 
representing  the  family  of  William  Dalton  showing  among  his  children  John  Dalton 
who  married  Elizabeth  Cooker.  She  submitted  this  record  in  the  interest  of  Edward 
Dalton.  No  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  Society  to  clarify  this  lineage,  but  it 
may  be  well  to  correspond  with  her  to  see  how  she  arrived  at  this  conclusion.  Un- 
less some  conclusive  proof  has  been  found  disproving  the  work  done  in  1877,  I 
would  be  inclined  to  accept  the  original  data  and  to  work  from  this  to  establish 
conclusive  proof.

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CHAPTER  17 

JOHN  DALTON  JR.  OR  II   (23) 

John  Dalton  (23),  joined  the  Church  in  Wisconsin  and  from  there  went  to 
Nauvoo.  He  had  blue  eyes  and  black  hair.  Vocation — Farmer  and  Blacksmith.  At 
the  time  of  the  call  for  the  Mormon  Battalion,  his  two  sons  Henry  (Harry)  and 
Edward  and  his  nephew  Henry  Simon  Dalton  "whom  he  had  raised"  all  joined  the 
Battalion.  This  left  John  Dalton  alone,  with  three  teams  of  horses  and  loaded  wagons 
without  any  drivers.  He  sent  for  President  Brigham  Young  and  turned  the  teams  of 
horses,  wagons,  and  all  that  was  in  them  over  to  him  to  use  as  he  thought  for  the 
best.  (These  fine  horses  were  used  by  President  Young  on  the  first  pioneer  journey 
into  Utah) . 

Before  joining  the  Mormon  Church,  John  Dalton  was  a  great  user  of  tea, 
coffee  and  tobacco  and  always  had  a  drink  of  whiskey  after  dinner  as  was  the 
English  custom.  After  joining  the  Church,  he  heard  the  prophets  sermon  on  the 
Word  of  Wisdom.  He  laid  his  tobacco  pipe,  tea,  coffee  and  whiskey  on  the  shelf 
and  never  touched  it  again.  He  was  eighty-four  years  old  when  he  died  and  did  not 
have  one  decayed  tooth  in  his  mouth.  John  and  Charles  Dalton  had  their  endow- 
ments in  the  Nauvoo  Temple.  Rebecca  Cranmer  was  a  very  intelligent  and  cultured 
woman  and  participated  in  all  the  trials  and  hardships  of  pioneer  life  with  her 
husband. 

Charles  Dalton  and  Mary  Dalton  had  one  son,  John  Luther  Dalton,  who  to- 
gether with  his  half  brother  started  the  Dalton  genealogy. 

Taken  from  notes  of  Hannah  Daphne  Smith  Dalton. 

John  Dalton  was  born  July  10,  1801,  Wyoming,  Luzerne  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. His  parents  were  John  Dalton  and  Elizabeth  Cooker.  The  Dalton  family 
moved  to  Bradford  County  and  lived  on  a  farm  near  the  village  of  Wysox.  He  was 
a  blacksmith  and  farmer. 

On  January  21,  1822,  he  married  Rebecca  Turner  Cranmer  at  Towanda, 
Bradford  County,  Pennsylvania.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Cranmer  and  Ketura 
Cranmer. 

It  was  in  Wysox  Township  where  their  children  were  born  and  raised  into  their 
teenage  years. 

John  Dalton  and  family  moved  to  the  territory  of  Wisconsin.  It  was  in  Wis- 
consin where  he  joined  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon) . 
He  was  baptized  and  confirmed  by  Moses  Smith, ::"  in  July,  183  8. 

:;'Note — Moses  Smith  and  Aaron  Smith  were  not  relatives  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith.  After  death  of  Joseph  Smith,  the  Prophet,  Moses  and  Aaron 
joined  the  church  of  James  J.  Strange  in  Wisconsin.  Strange  had  married 
the  sister  of  Moses  Smith. 

Sometime  before  1843,  John  Dalton  and  family,  with  his  brothers  Simon 
Cooker,  Charles  and  nephew,  Henry  Simon  Dalton,  moved  to  Nauvoo,  Illinois.

Joseph  Dalton,  a  witness  regarding  the  Nauvoo  Expositor  Press,  June  10,  1844. 
The  name  of  Joseph  Dalton  should  have  been  John  Dalton. 

He  was  ordained  a  seventy  by  Heber  C.  Kimball. 
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John  Dalton  assisted  in  the  building  of  the  Nauvoo  Temple.  Having  good 
horses  and  wagons,  he  hauled  materials  for  the  building  of  the  temple. 

John  Dalton  and  Rebecca  Cranmer  were  endowed  in  the  Nauvoo  Temple,  Jan- 
uary 5,  1846. 

He  and  his  family  crossed  the  plains  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  in  1848,  in 
Brigham  Young's  company. 

In  January  of  1851,  under  the  leadership  of  Apostle  George  A.  Smith,  John 
Dalton  and  family  and  Charles  W.  Dalton  helped  colonize  Parowan,  Iron  County, 
Utah. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  eighteen  fifties,  President  Brigham  Young  called  John 
Dalton  to  be  the  manager  of  the  church  farm  about  four  miles  south  of  Salt  Lake 
City  in  the  sugar  house  district.  Here  he  is  mentioned  by  The  Utah  Historical 
Quarterly,  Volume  10 — 1942,  Pages  188-191,  November  1856. 

John  Dalton  was  a  polygamist.  He  married  the  following  wives: 

1.  Rebecca  Turner  Cranmer,  January  21,  1822. 

2.  Ann  Hodgkinson,  May  19,  1850. 

There  were  no  children  born  to  this  marriage,  and  it  only  lasted  for  a  few 
weeks.  Ann  Hodgkinson's  husband  had  gone  to  California.  On  reliable  but 
mistaken  information  he  was  reported  to  have  been  killed.  Mr.  Hodgkinson, 
however,  returned  to  Utah  and  again  took  his  wife. 

3.  Lydia  Knight,  August  13,  1851.  She  was  a  former  wife  of  Newell  Knight. 
In  1861  she  did  not  return  to  Dixie  County  with  John  Dalton. 

4.  Ann  Casbourne — August  24,  1856. 

5.  Letitia  Williams — November  1,  1856. 

6.  Marianne  Catherine  Gardiol — February  1,  1857. 

In  1861  President  Brigham  Young  called  on  John  Dalton  to  fulfill  a  mission 
for  life  in  the  Dixie  Mission  of  Utah. 

In  1862  John  Dalton  and  four  of  his  wives  moved  to  southern  Utah  and 
settled  first  at  Virgin  and  later  at  Rockville,  Washington  County,  Utah.  Here  he 
spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  raising  his  children. 

On  February  5,  1885,  he  died  of  debility  and  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Rock- 
ville cemetery. 
*Note — Until  1865  Virgin  and  Rockville  were  in  Kane  County.  After  1865  Virgin 

and  Rockville  became  part  of  Washington  County,  Utah.

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EDWARD  DALTON 

Edward  Dalton  was  born  March  23,  1827,  on  a  farm  called  Dalton  Hollow  in 
the  Township  of  Wysox,  Bradford  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  the  son  of  John 
Dalton,  Jr.  and  Rebecca  Cranmer.  He  had  gray  eyes  and  black  hair.  He  stood  five 
feet  ten  inches  tall  and  weighed  190  pounds. 

His  family  moved  from  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  to  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  about 
1843.  Edward  was  baptized  June  4,  1843.  He  helped  build  the  Nauvoo  Temple  and 
contributed  and  assisted  in  the  erecting  of  every  Temple  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  In  1846,  Edward  and  his  brother  Henry  (Harry)  and  a  cousin  Henry  Simon 
Dalton  all  joined  the  Mormon  Battalion  and  belonged  to  the  Santa  Fe  detachment. 
There  being  a  numerous  Mexican  population  in  the  Territory  of  Colorado,  this 
detachment  along  with  sick  members  were  sent  to  Pueblo,  Colorado.  Here  they  were 
joined  by  a  small  company  of  Saints  from  Mississippi  and  Illinois.  They  spent  the 
winter  of  1846-1847  in  Pueblo,  Colorado.  It  was  this  group  of  Mormons  who  first 
established  the  Anglo-Saxon  civilization  there.  They  held  the  first  religious  service 
in  English,  taught  the  first  school,  and  erected  the  first  English  meeting  house.  The 
first  white  child  born  in  Pueblo  was  a  girl  born  to  Mormon  parents. 

This  detachment  of  the  Mormon  Battalion  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  Valley  and  were 
greeted  by  Brigham  Young,  July  29,  1847.  Edward  was  called  by  Brigham  Young 
to  assist  the  surveyors  in  laying  out  Salt  Lake  City. 

On  March  6,  1848,  Edward  Dalton  married  Elizabeth  Meeks.  They  were  called 
to  live  in  Parowan,  Iron  County,  Utah,  January,  1852.  Here  he  took  a  leading  part 
in  all  the  labors  for  the  improvement  of  the  country,  serving  as  alderman,  mayor, 
probate  judge  and  being  a  representative  in  the  legislature.  He  was  a  leader  in  the 
military  operations  in  the  Mormon  War,  1857,  and  the  Blackhawk  wars  with  the 
Indians. 

The  family  of  Edward  Dalton  bore  all  the  hardships  of  pioneer  life  without 
murmur,  always  keeping  an  open  house  and  never  turning  anyone  way.  He  was  a 
man  of  great  faith  and  a  student  of  history.  In  Parowan,  he  served  on  the  High 
Council. 

On  June  14,  1882,  he  took  a  plural  wife,  Lizzinia  Elizabeth  Warren.  They  left 
Parowan  to  live  in  Manassa,  Conejos  County,  Colorado.  On  March  7,  1886,  he  was 
set  apart  as  first  counselor  to  President  Silas  Sanford  Smith  in  the  San  Luis  stake 
presidency.  He  remained  until  1892.  He  then  returned  to  Parowan.  He  was  a 
Patriarch  at  the  time  of  his  death,  April  6,  1896.

EDWARD  MEEKS  DALTON 

Born  25  Aug.  1852,  the  eldest  son  of  Edward  Dalton  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
Meeks.  He  was  a  handsome  man,  6  feet  tall,  weight  190  pounds,  brown  eyes  and 
black  hair.  He  married  Emily  Stevens,  10  April,  1871,  and  later  Helen  Dclila  Clark. 
He  was  the  father  of  ten  children.  They  bought  and  lived  in  the  Bishop  Dame 
house  on  Main  Street,  Parowan,  Utah. 

He  was  left-handed.  During  his  teenage  years,  by  accident  the  fingers  of  his 
right  hand  were  partially  cut  off  while  cutting  the  tails  off  of  young  sheep  with  a 
knife.  The  Indians  named  him  "Mat-tome"  which  meant  man  without  fingers. 
In  spite  of  the  partial  loss  of  his  fingers  he  learned  to  play  the  banjo  quite  well 
and  was  known  in  Parowan  and  Cedar  City  as  the  jolly  singing  caller  for  the  old- 
time  square  dances. 

Edward  Meeks  was  a  counselor  to  President  Thomas  J.  Jones  of  the  Parowan 
Stake  in  Utah.  In  October  1881  Edward  Meeks  Dalton  and  James  J.  Adams  left 
Parowan  on  an  L.D.S.  mission  to  the  Southern  States  Mission.  There  he  labored  in 
North  Carolina. 

In  1884  Edward  Meeks  Dalton  and  others  were  indicted  by  a  Federal  Grand 
Jury  for  a  misdemeanor  under  the  Edmunds  Anti-Polygamy  Law.  About  1884  the 
U.  S.  marshals  arrested  Edward  M.  Dalton  at  Parowan,  Utah.  They  left  him  un- 
guarded in  front  of  the  old  Co-op  store,  while  they  went  into  the  store  to  buy 
tobacco.  While  the  U.  S.  marshals  were  in  the  store,  Edward  M.  Dalton  by  the  use 
of  his  toes,  slipped  off  his  boots  and  ran  barefooted  and  hid  behind  some  big  cotton- 
wood  trees.  Waiting  his  chance,  he  made  it  to  his  father's  home,  got  on  a  fast  race 
horse  and  left  town.  He  made  his  way  to  Gila  Valley,  Arizona.  In  Arizona  he  found 
work  on  a  big  cattle  farm.  Emily,  his  wife,  visited  him  in  Arizona.  He  remained  in 
Arizona  almost  two  years.  After  so  long  an  absence  he  became  very  tired  and 
lonesome  to  be  with  his  family  once  again.  About  December  8,  1886,  he  returned 
unexpectedly  to  Parowan,  Utah,  to  enjoy  the  holidays  with  his  famdy. 

During  the  night  of  December  15,  1886,  Deputy  U.  S.  Marshal  William 
Thompson,  Jr.,  and  Bill  Orton,  rode  into  Parowan  and  hid  their  horses  and  buggy 
behind  a  big  straw  stack  on  a  lot  owned  by  William  Rowley.  They  proceeded  to 
spend  the  remainder  of  the  night  at  the  home  of  Daniel  Page,  an  apostate  Mormon. 
On  December  16,  1886,  Robert  Dalton,  Edward  Dalton's  young  son,  brought 
two  bareback  horses  for  them  to  drive  their  cattle  to  the  winter  pastures.  Before 
leaving  Edward  brought  out  his  banjo,  sat  on  the  fence  and  played  and  sang  two 
songs  for  the  delight  of  his  family  and  friends.  Then  he  got  on  the  bareback  of 
his  favorite  horse,  Red  Man.  As  Edward  and  his  15  year  old  son  Robert  talked  and 
leisurely  drove  their  cattle  in  the  middle  of  the  street  they  passed  Daniel  Page  s 
home.  Bill  Orton  was  seen  by  the  neighbors  looking  around  the  corner  of  the  house. 
William  Thompson,  Jr.,  came  out  of  the  home  with  a  gun  and  said,  "halt.  Not 
waiting  for  a  sign  of  halt  he  instantly  shot  Edward  Meeks  Dalton  in  the  back. 
Edward  fell  to  the  ground  mortally  wounded. 

Colley  and  Edgar  Clark  saw  the  shooting  and  rode  through  the  streets  calling 
to  the  neighbors  that  Edward  Dalton  had  been  shot.  Morgan  Richards  who  was  at 
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his  mother's  house  heard  what  Collie  Clark  said  and  ran  as  fast  as  he  could  down 
the  street,  for  he  knew  that  he  would  be  needed.  As  he  came  to  Page's  house  they 
were  just  going  to  carry  Edward  M.  Dalton  into  the  house  on  a  cot.  Edward 
straightened  out,  looked  up  and  said,  "Morgan,  don't  let  them  take  me  into  Dan 
Page's  home."  Morgan  did  not  allow  him  to  be  taken  into  Page's  residence,  but  laid 
him  on  the  porch.  In  forty  minutes  Edward  died. 

Young  men,  George  W.  Decker,  Warren  Tye,  Harm  Bayles,  Jess  Ward  and  a 
large  group  gathered  at  the  scene  of  the  murder  intending  to  string  Marshal 
Thompson  up  if  they  could  find  him.  Morgan  Richards  had  nearly  worked  his  head 
off  trying  to  persuade  them  not  to  do  anything  they  would  be  sorry  for  all  the 
rest  of  their  lives.  Morgan  said,  "This  is  the  government's  job.  Thompson  is  a  U.  S. 
Marshal  and  while  we  are  all  so  very  sorry  and  feel  so  badly  about  it,  let  the  officers 
do  their  work.  You  must  not  take  the  law  in  your  hands.  Leave  the  punishment  to 
the  government."  The  crowd  quieted  down. 

Sheriff  Hugh  L.  Adams  was  soon  on  the  job  and  took  Thompson  into  custody. 
He  could  see  the  attitude  of  Edward's  friends,  so  he  swore  them  all  in  as  deputies 
to  help  guard  the  prisoner.  The  prisoner  and  accomplice  were  taken  to  the  sheriff's 
home  for  supper,  but  they  could  hardly  eat  anything.  After  dark  they  took 
Thompson  to  Beaver  to  await  trial. 

The  trial  of  William  Thompson,  Jr.,  was  held  in  the  second  district  court  at 
Beaver,  Utah.  The  jurors  all  being  anti-Mormon.  On  January  7,  1887,  after  a  two 
day  trial  the  jury  accepted  the  plea  that  Edward  Meeks  Dalton  had  endeavored  to 
escape  arrest  by  the  U.  S.  Marshal,  and  gave  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  murderer. 

Residents  in  Beaver  often  remarked  that  William  Thompson,  Jr.,  acted  like  a 
hunted  man  all  his  life.  He  would  never  walk  on  the  side-walks,  but  always  in  the 
middle  of  the  street.  If  he  had  to  take  water  on  his  lot  at  night  he  took  his  lantern, 
after  he  had  opened  the  head  gate  for  the  water,  and  would  run  for  dear  life  until 
he  got  back  into  his  house. 

The  people  of  Parowan  freely  contributed  means  for  the  erection  of  a  beautiful 
stone  monument  for  the  grave  of  Edward  Meeks  Dalton  in  the  Parowan,  Utah, 
cemetery.

JOHN  CRANMOR  DALTON 

John  C.  Dalton,  Bishop  of  Manassa,  San  Luis  Stake,  Colorado,  was  born  at 
Parowan,  Iron  County,  Utah,  Jan.  9,  18  57.  He  grew  to  manhood  on  the  farm  and 
ranch,  and  received  a  limited  education  in  the  district  school.  May  1,  1876,  he 
married  Hannah  Daphne  Smith,  daughter  of  Jesse  N.  and  Emma  Smith.  In  Decem- 
ber, 1878,  he  was  called  to  accompany  Pres.  Silas  S.  Smith  on  an  exploring  mission 
through  Arizona  and  northern  New  Mexico.  He  started  on  this  mission  the  follow- 
ing April,  returning  in  September.  Soon  after  his  return  home,  he  was  chosen  a 
counselor  in  the  Y.M.M.I.A.  of  the  Ward.  The  year  following  he  was  called  into 
the  Stake  presidency  of  the  Y.M.M.I.A.,  laboring  in  that  position  until  May,  1882. 
In  February,  1882,  he  was  directed  by  Apostle  Erastus  Snow  to  again  accompany 
Pres.  Silas  S.  Smith  to  the  small  colony  of  Saints  in  Colorado.  May  17th  he  bade 
farewell  to  his  relatives  and  friends,  and,  leaving  the  home  of  his  childhood,  started 
on  a  life's  mission.  On  the  22nd  of  the  following  month,  he,  with  his  traveling 
companion,  A.  F.  McGregor,  arrived  in  San  Luis  Valley,  where  the  Colorado  Saints 
had  established  three  small  settlements.  In  October  he  was  joined  by  his  wife,  and 
they  together  labored  to  build  a  home  and  fill  the  mission  to  which  they  had  been 
called.  He  was  ordained  a  Bishop  by  Apostles  Brigham  Young  and  Heber  J.  Grant 
and  Pres.  Silas  S.  Smith,  and  set  apart  to  preside  over  the  Manassa  Ward  in  February, 
1883,  with  Silas  S.  Smith,  Junior,  and  Samuel  Sellers  as  his  counselors.  Some  time 
afterward,  Brother  Sellers  moved  away  and  Martin  Christensen  took  his  place  in 
the  Bishopric.  Joseph  F.  Thomas  was  also  a  counselor.  Side  by  side  they  have  labored 
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John  Cranmer  Dalton  and  five  of  his  sons.  Back,  left  to  right:  Edward  Smith,  John

to  build  up  the  ward.  Bishop  Dalton  has  represented  the  people  in  various  state  and 
county  positions,  and  has  always  been  zealous  and  energetic  in  the  discharge  of 
every  duty  enjoined  upon  him. 

John  Dalton  was  six  feet  tall,  weighed  225  pounds,  had  steel  gray  eyes  and  light 
brown  hair.  He  was  a  jolly,  affable,  good  man,  an  excellent  athlete  in  boxing 
especially.  His  intelligent  mind  and  warm  disposition  made  friends  in  religious  and 
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political  circles.  Hardly  a  person  in  Manassa  ever  heard  a  disrespectful  word  from 
other  religious  faiths  in  Colorado.  Manassa,  Colorado,  was  a  mecca  for  polygamous 
families  from  Utah.  No  gentile  ever  attempted  to  prosecute  or  arrest  one  of  these 
polygamous  families. 

John  Dalton  in  his  time  belonged  to  the  so-called  political  gang  of  Colorado. 
Three  Governors,  one  United  States  Senator,  and  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Colorado  State  senate  were  elected  from  this  small  predominantly  Mexican,  Conejos 
County.

Chapter  19 

SAMUEL  WALKER  WEST 

Samuel  Walker  West  was  the  son  of  John  West  and  Sarah  Walker  West  of 
Benton  County,  Tennessee.  It  is  thought  that  John  West  came  to  Tennessee  from 
South  Carolina.  Samuel  Walker  West  was  born  March  30,  1804,  in  Dixon  County 
Tennessee.   Samuel  Walker  West   married   Margaret   Cooper,    January    29,    1829. 
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Margaret  Cooper  was  the  daughter  of  John  Cooper  and  Esther  Fletcher  of  Ten- 
nessee. She  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  Tennessee,  December  9,  1804. 

In  1829,  Samuel  Walker  West  and  Margaret  Cooper  West  moved  to  Denton 
County,  Tennessee.  They  joined  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  were  baptized  and  confirmed  in  1834  by  Wilford  Woodruff,  Warren  Parrish 
and  David  W.  Patten.  In  1842  Samuel  Walker  West  and  Margaret  Cooper  West 
and  their  family  moved  to  Nauvoo,  Illinois.  During  the  general  exodus  of  the  Saints 
from  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  in  1846,  they  started  for  the  West.  They  remained  in  Iowa 
until  1851  and  then  continued  their  journey,  arriving  in  Salt  Lake  Valley,  Septem- 
ber 25,  1851,  in  Harry  Walton's  Company. 

They  were  pioneers  of  Parowan,  Iron  County,  Utah,  locating  there  in  No- 
vember 1851.  For  a  number  of  years,  he  remained  in  Parowan  and  was  engaged  in 
farming  and  other  pursuits  as  stockraising.  Later  he  went  to  Washington,  Wash- 
ington County,  Utah.  In  Ecclesiastical  affairs  he  was  very  active,  being  a  high 
priest  and  a  High  Councilor  of  Parowan  Stake.  He  had  a  large  family.  All  of  them 
were  honored  of  the  community.  Samuel  Walker  West  died  in  Washington,  Utah, 
in  1873.

Chapter  20 

ATHE  AND  PRIDDY  MEEKS 
our  line  of  ancestors""  * 

Athe  Meeks  was  born  in  Greenville,  South  Carolina.   He  married   Margaret 
Snead. 
**Taken  from  the  notes  of  Hannah  Daphne  Smith  Dalton. 
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Athe  Meeks  great,  great  grandfather  served  during  the  whole  of  the  Revo- 
lutionary War,  in  a  Virginia  Regiment.  His  wife  Margaret  Snead,  endured  all  of 
the  privations,  hardships  and  honors  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Often  being  months 
at  a  time  not  knowing  whether  her  husband  was  dead  or  not. 

About  1804,  Athe  Meeks  and  wife  Margaret  Snead  and  family  moved  to 
Kentucky  with  Daniel  Boone  and  helped  subdue  that  wild  country. 

One  morning  in  1811,  they  were  awakened  by  a  loud  noise.  Athe  Meeks 
opened  the  door  to  ascertain  the  trouble  and  was  shot  by  Indians  and  fell  back  in 
the  house  dead.  His  son  Athe  rushed  out  and  was  shot  but  not  mortally  wounded, 
and  as  he  lay  there  an  Indian  stood  astride  him  with  a  Tomahawk,  trying  to  scalp, 
for  some  unknown  cause  the  Indian  left  him,  and  young  Athe  rolled  into  a  ditch 
where  he  concealed  himself.  Meanwhile  the  mother  and  the  two  remaining  sons 
barricaded  the  door.  The  boys  kept  the  Indians  away  by  shooting  as  fast  as  they 
could.  Their  mother  loading  the  guns  as  fast  as  they  shot  them.  A  married  son 
living  a  short  distance  away,  and  hearing  the  shooting  came  to  their  rescue.  An- 
other son  went  on  foot  to  Versailles  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  to  tell  of  the  murder 
of  his  father.  The  whole  country  was  aroused,  but  they  were  unable  to  overtake 
the  Indians. 

II 

Priddy  Meeks  son  of  Athe  Meeks  and  Margaret  Snead  Meeks. 

Priddy  Meeks  your  great  grandfather,  was  born  in  Greenville,  South  Carolina, 
August  29,  1795.  He  married  Mary  Bartlett,  March,  1815.  He  later  moved  to 
Kentucky  and  then  to  Nauvoo,  Illinois.  (Priddy  and  William  Meeks  are  mentioned 
as  Missionaries — Church  History  1949-50,  Volume  V,  page  485.) 

Priddy  Meeks  was  a  pioneer  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

When  the  Latter-day  Saints  were  being  driven  from  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  Priddy 
Meeks  went  into  Brown  County,  Illinois,  where  he  had  property  that  he  wanted  to 
sell.  Uncle  Orson  Adams  also  had  property  there  to  dispose  of  and  he  gave  Priddy 
Meeks  the  power  of  attorney  to  sell  it.  Orson  Adams'  brothers  said  that  Meeks  had 
forged  Adams'  name  and  went  to  Carthage,  Illinois,  and  had  him  arrested  and 
thrown  into  prison.  (Carthage  Jail.)  "Elizabeth  Meeks,  your  grandmother,"  went 
to  see  her  father  often  and  one  day  she  went  with  the  Sheriff  on  horseback  to 
Carthage.  He  led  the  horse  for  her  father  to  ride  home.  The  Sheriff  left  Elizabeth 
in  the  woods  outside  Carthage  holding  the  horse  and  he  went  to  the  jail  and  talked 
to  her  Father.  The  Sheriff  said  to  Priddy  Meeks,  "If  the  jail  door  should  happen  to 
be  left  open  and  he  got  out,  for  him  to  walk  right  into  the  woods  and  he  would 
find  a  girl  thereon  on  a  horse  and  holding  a  horse  for  him."  Then  the  Sheriff  went 
out,  leaving  the  jail  door  open.  He  soon  found  his  little  girl  and  the  horse  and  they 
rode  to  Nauvoo  in  a  hurry.  He  and  Elizabeth  were  always  companions,  her  mother 
having  died  when  she  was  seven  weeks  old. 

Priddy  Meeks  came  to  Utah,  October  1847,  in  Jedediah  M.  Grant's  company. 
He  served  as  Councilor  to  the  Bishop  in  the  Tenth  Ward  until  he  was  called  to 
help  make  the  settlements  in  Parowan,  Utah,  in  1850.  In  Parowan,  as  the  doctor,  he 
spent  his  time  caring  for  the  sick  and  afflicted  of  that  county.  He  was  at  one  time 
Sheriff  of  Grayson  County  and  at  one  time  he  stood  alone  in  self  defense  against 
the  whole  Tucker  Clan.

REBECCA  TURNER  CRANMER 

The  Cranmer  Family  in  this  country  are  supposed  to  be  descendants  of  the 
martyr  Cranmer,  who  was  burned  alive  for  his  religious  belief  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Mary  of  England,  and  to  have  come  to  America  at  about  the  time  of  the 
Pilgrim  Fathers,  1620. 

NOADIAH  CRANMER,  born  August  26,  1736,  was  a  patriot,  and  as  a 
soldier  participated  in  nearly  all  battles  fought  in  New  Jersey  during  the  Revo- 
lutionary War. 

In  1791,  he  followed  his  son,  Samuel,  to  Monroe,  Bradford  County,  where  he 
died  February  14,  1829,  in  his  93rd  year. 

He  married  Catherine  ,  who  died  November  2,   1793,  aged  57 

years.  They  had  sons:  John,  Stephen  and  Samuel. 

JOHN  CRANMER  was  a  wagon-master  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  1791 
he  joined  the  settlement  of  his  brother,  Samuel,  in  Monroe,  where  he  died  May  10, 

1810,  aged  51  years.  He  married  Katura  ,  who  died  May  23,  1853, 

aged  93  years. 
Their  children  were: 

Sally,  who  married  John  E.  Kent  of  Smithfield; 

Daniel  Calvin,  who  married  Miss  Almira,  daughter  of  Coonrod  Hartman, 
and  settled  in  Smithfield; 

Luther  went  West; 

Rebecca  Cranmer,  born  24  April  1796,  Towanda,  Luzerne  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, died  about  December,  1875,  Anabella,  Utah.  She  married  a  Mr. 
Dalton  of  Wysox — John  Dalton,  born  1801,  Bucks  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Married  21  January  1822. 

Catherine  married  Harvey  Havens  of  Springfield; 

Neoma  married  first  Mark  Lyon,  second  Frederick  Schrader. 

STEPHEN  CRANMER,  born  October  6,  1756,  came  from  New  Jersey  to 
Monroe  with  his  brother,  John,  in  1791. 

He  was  a  cripple  and  weaver  by  occupation. 

He  died  January  29,  1792. 

His  wife  Nancy  died  January  24,  1792,  aged  26  years. 

They  left  three  sons:  Abraham,  Dyer  and  Stephen. 

Stephen,  born  August  25,  1791,  became  one  of  the  heroic  pioneers  of  Rome. 

He  is  remembered  as  a  man  of  great  integrity  of  purpose,  a  strong  mind  to  do 
whatever  he  conceived  to  be  right,  a  liberal  supporter  of  any  enterprise  looking  to 
the  upbuilding  of  the  good  of  society  and  the  establishment  of  the  same  upon  a 
religious  basis. 

Mr.  Cranmer  married  Miss  Polly,  daughter  of  Godfrey  Vought  of  Rome.  He 
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died  April  10,  1845,  and  his  wife,  March  27,  1868,  aged  74  years  8  months.  Their 
children,  who  married  as  follows,  were:

SAMUEL  CRANMER,  born  July  14,  1766,  in  New  Jersey,  started  from  his 
native  state  on  horseback  unaccompanied,  in  the  spring  of  1789,  to  seek  a  home  in 
the  rich  and  unsettled  country  of  the  West.  He  was  required  to  follow  the  foot- 
paths across  the  mountains,  reaching  the  county  by  the  way  of  Wilkesbarre.  Drift- 
ing into  what  is  now  Monroe,  he  found  a  family  by  the  name  of  Plantner.  Proceed- 
ing up  the  Creek,  he  examined  the  broad  and  fruitful  flats  between  Masontown 
and  Monroe  Village  and  concluded  to  settle  thereon.  Accordingly  he  returned  to 
Plantner  and  made  arrangements  for  his  board  and  at  once  began  clearing  away 
the  thorn  and  other  timbers  that  grew  along  the  creek.  Having  put  his  fallow  out 
to  corn  he  returned  to  New  Jersey.  In  the  fall  he  returned  and  harvested  his  corn, 
and  the  following  spring  moved  in  his  family.  He  built  a  log  house  with  a 
puncheon  floor  and  cob  roof.  Here  alone  in  the  wilds  lived  Mr.  Cranmer  and  his 
family  with  only  the  Platners  for  their  neighbors.  At  the  mouth  of  the  creek  were 
the  Foxes,  Bowmans  and  Meanses  who  made  up  the  entire  circle  of  acquaintances 
in  the  wilderness.  And  though  his  surroundings  were  most  gloomy  and  his  hard- 
ships and  inconveniences  many,  he  was  equal  to  the  test  of  the  pioneer  times.  In 
1791,  his  father  and  two  brothers,  with  their  families,  joined  his  settlement.  Mr. 
Cranmer  was  a  man  of  great  industry,  endowed  with  a  big  heart  and  a  devoted 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  married  first  Hannah  Miller;  she  was  born 
June  6,  1768,  died  on  March  26,  1807.  Their  children  were:  Josiah,  Elizabeth, 
John,  Mary,  Jedediah,  Noadiah  and  Samuel. 

Josiah,  born  April  2,  1788,  married  Electa,  daughter  of  Jonathan  Fowler,  and 
settled  in  Asylum. 

Elizabeth,  born  August  3,  1790,  married  John  Brown,  died  in  Courtland 
County,  N.  Y. 

Jedediah,  born  September  9,  1795,  worked  at  Blacksmithing,  died  in  Franklin 
Township. 

John,  born  January  21,  1798,  married  Sally  Steel,  settled  in  Towanda  Town- 
ship and  had  a  large  family. 

Mary,  born  April  14,  1800,  died,  unmarried,  with  her  brother  Ashbel. 

Noadiah,  born  August  22,  1802,  married  Garacy  Gould  and  lived  in  Monroe 
Township. 

Samuel,  born  October  5,  1804,  married  Nancy  Northrup  and  followed  farm- 
ing in  Monroe. 

Mr.  Cranmer  married  for  his  second  wife  Miss  Sarah  Hubbel.  He  died  May  17, 
1845,  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  born  February  15,  1769,  died  August  22,  1854.  They 
had  two  sons,  Ashbel  L.  and  Enoch  H. 

Ashbel  L.  born  January  6,  1809,  married  Miss  Mary  Griggs,  engaged  exten- 
sively in  lumbering,  farming  and  merchandising  and  was  very  successful 
in  business  affairs,  served  a  number  of  years  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
was  county  Commissioner  from  1845  to   1£48.  He  died  April  8,   1896.

Noadiah,  born  August  22,  1802,  married  Caracy  Gould  and  lived  in  Monroe 
east  of  those  of  his  son  John's  now  included  in  the  Hinman  property. 

Usual  Carter,  a  warm  friend  of  Samuel  Cranmer  came  to  Monroe  before 
1796:  located  on  lands  now  with  the  borough  limits. 

Noadiah  Cranmer  came  to  Monroe  from  Sussex  County,  N.  J.,  at  an  early  day. 
He  owned  the  property  where  the  village  stands,  and  up  as  far  as  Mason's  Mills. 
His  sons,  John  and  Samuel,  had  log  houses  and  improvements.  The  father  was  an 
old  man  of  about  eighty  years  when  he  came  into  the  county  and  he  lived  alone. 
He  was  the  ancestor  of  a  large  and  important  family  in  the  township,  who  have 
been  identified  with  its  history  and  interested  in  its  progress  from  the  beginning.

CHAPTER  23 

HENRY  "HARRY"  DALTON 

Henry  "Harry"  Dalton,  brother  Edward  Dalton  and  cousin  Henry  Simon 
Dalton  the  son  of  Henry  Dalton,  were  members  of  the  Santa  Fe  detachment  of  the 
Mormon  Battalion.  These  three  men  were  not  sick.  In  Church  history  the  Pueblo 
detachment  is  referred  to  as  the  "sick"  company.  To  correct  this  statement.  There 
were  large  colonies  of  Mexican  people  extending  north  from  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico, 
to  Pueblo,  Colorado.  The  largest  colonies  of  Mexicans  being  located  in  the  San 
Luis  valley.  Conejos  being  a  mud,  brick  walled  colony.  The  Pueblo  detachment  of 
the  Mormon  Battalion  was  to  act  in  concert  with  the  troops  in  Santa  Fe  to  guard 
against  hostility  of  the  Mexicans  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  of  Colorado.

CHAPTER  25 
JOHN  DALTON  JR.    (23)   MARRIED  ANN  CASBOURNE 

Ann  Casbourne  Williams  Dalton  was  born  in  Southery,  Norfolk,  England,  27 
December  1832.  The  daughter  of  Abraham  Casbourne  and  Susannah  Ward.  When 
eighteen  years  of  age,  she  with  her  parents  came  to  America.  Crossing  the  ocean  on 
the  vessel  Hibarnium.  While  at  sea  they  encountered  a  terrific  storm,  which  lasted 
twenty-four  hours,  during  which  they  came  in  contact  with  a  merchant  ship, 
tearing  a  hole  in  their  vessel,  which  badly  disabled  her.  But  through  the  courageous 
efforts  of  their  captain  and  sailors,  their  ship  was  saved.  After  landing  safely  at 
New  York,  the  Casbourne  family  continued  their  journey  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

They  did  not  profess  any  religion,  and  although  good  honest  people,  they  were 
not  what  is  called  a  religious  family.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  after 
their  arrival  in  St.  Louis,  the  father  became  very  ill  from  working  on  a  brickyard 
in  excessive  heat.  He  finally  became  so  ill  that  he  sent  for  one  of  the  men  with 
whom  he  had  been  working  (a  Mr.  Jones)  to  come  and  pray  for  him,  as  he  under- 
stood that  Jones  was  a  religious  man,  although  he  did  not  know  to  what  sect  Mr. 
Jones  belonged.  Mr.  Jones  came,  and  when  the  prayer  was  ended  the  sick  man 
turned  to  his  daughter,  Ann,  and  said,  "This  man  believes  in  the  true  Church  of 
Christ.  Live  an  honest  upright  life,  for  there  is  a  great  work  for  you  to  do."  This 
greatly  inspired  the  young  girl,  and  has  been  an  inspiration  to  her  all  of  her  life,  for 
she  had  diligently  tried  to  live  up  to  the  counsel  of  her  dying  father.  He  departed 
this  life  in  the  month  of  August,  1851.  This  was  a  great  blow  to  the  family  as 
they  were  almost  strangers  in  a  strange  land,  without  a  home. 

They  soon  moved  to  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  where  they  rented  some 
rooms  of  a  lady  whom  they  soon  discovered  was  of  the  same  faith  as  Mr.  Jones, 
namely,  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

They  soon  became  acquainted  with  quite  a  number  of  persons  that  belonged 
to  this  denomination.  One  Sabbath,  Ann,  with  her  mother,  attended  one  of  their 
meetings,  and  listened  to  a  discourse  delivered  by  Elder  Orson  Pratt  on  the  Prin- 
ciples of  the  Gospel.  Ann  was  converted  to  the  new  faith  and  was  baptised  the 
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next  day,  and  was  a  faithful  member  of  the  Church  and  active  to  the  last,  and  a 
strong  advocate  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  She  was  the  only  one  of  her  father's 
family  to  join  the  church. 

For  two  years  after  her  father's  death,  Ann  worked  very  hard  to  help  support 
her  family.  She  then  had  a  desire  to  get  to  Zion,  although  she  knew  it  would  be  a 
great  sacrifice  to  leave  her  mother.  Her  mother  consented  to  her  daughter  joining 
the  church  if  she  felt  disposed,  but  could  hardly  endure  the  thought  of  her  leaving 
her  home  and  going  so  far  away  to  live  among  a  strange  unpopular  people. 

But  in  April  18  54  she  left  all  who  were  so  dear  to  her  and  cast  her  lot  with 
a  struggling  band  of  people,  driven  from  their  homes  by  ruthless  mobs,  were  cross- 
ing a  continent,  determined  to  overcome  every  obstacle  and  build  them  a  home  in 
the  mountains  of  the  West,  where  they  could  serve  God  and  obey  His  Laws  that 
He  had  given  unto  them. 

She  came  to  Utah  in  the  company  of  Captain  William  Empey.  While  crossing 
the  plains  she  cooked  and  washed  for  the  Church  teamsters  to  pay  her  way.  Among 
the  teamsters  was  a  praiseworthy  young  man  by  the  name  of  David  Williams,  who 
sought  and  won  the  promise  of  her  hand  in  marriage,  when  they  should  reach  their 
destination. 

They  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City,  October  24,  1854,  after  having  a  pleasant 
journey  of  so  many  hundred  miles.  Ann  made  her  home  with  Brother  Empey  until 
the  14th  of  February  1855,  when  she  was  married  to  David  Williams.  For  seven 
short  months  they  enjoyed  the  bliss  of  perfect  happiness.  Then  her  husband  went 
to  work  in  a  saw  mill  in  Big  Cottonwood  for  a  Mr.  Davis.  David  Williams  acted 
as  sawyer,  and  in  some  unaccountable  way  he  was  thrown  across  the  saw  and 
killed  September  1855. 

On  November  19,  1855  she  gave  birth  to  a  baby  girl,  Ann  Susanna  Williams. 

In  time  she  went  to  work  for  John  Dalton  on  the  Church  farm  in  Sugarhouse 
Ward.  While  there  she  had  many  manifestations  of  the  power  of  the  Lord.  Presi- 
dent Brigham  Young  told  Brother  Dalton,  during  the  grasshopper  years  when  food 
was  scarce,  never  to  turn  anyone  away  hungry  and  he  would  never  want  for  flour. 
When  Ann  would  go  to  the  bin  she  would  take  out  every  bit  of  flour,  wondering 
where  the  next  was  coming  from,  and  she  would  bake  it  into  bread,  dividing  it 
with  any  who  would  come  their  way. 

Ann  Casbourne  was  married  to  John  Dalton  23  August  1856. 

She  took  part  in  the  great  move  when  Johnston's  Army  was  sent  to  exter- 
minate the  Mormons.  After  this,  her  husband  was  called  to  settle  Southern  (Utah) 
Dixie.  After  moving  south  she  suffered  many  trials  and  privations.  They  first 
settled  at  Virgin  City.  They  then  moved  to  Rockville.  While  living  at  Rockville, 
Sister  Ann  Dalton  had  a  numb  palsy  stroke,  and  for  three  months  she  was  perfectly 
helpless.  Then  at  her  request  she  was  carried  to  Ward  Conference,  and  there  had 
the  power  of  the  priesthood  exercised  in  her  behalf,  and  she  was  partially  healed. 
She  then  went  to  the  St.  George  Temple,  and  did  work  for  the  dead. 

When  she  returned  home  she  was  able  to  do  her  work,  although  her  fingers 
and  toes  were  somewhat  drawn  and  doubled  up  from  the  palsy.  This  prevented  her 
from  doing  many  kinds  of  work.  She  kept  on  working,  doing  everything  that  poor 
crooked  hands  could  do,  for  she  had  to  help  earn  a  living  for  herself  and  family 
with  what  aid  her  children  could  give  her.  In  1880  she  moved  to  Arizona  in  com- 
pany with  Jacob  and  Charles  Brewer  and  their  families.  Charles  Brewer  was  her 
son-in-law,  having  married  the  little  girl   (Ann  Suzanna)    that  was  born  so  soon 
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after  her  father's  death.  For  a  number  of  years  she  lived  in  Taylor,  then  a  new 
place  was  situated  on  Silver  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Little  Colorado.  While  there 
she  labored  in  Relief  Society,  Sunday  School  and  Primary  Assistant.  She  moved  to 
Pinedale  about  fifteen  miles  southeast  of  Taylor,  where  she  continued  her  work  in 
the  same  organizations.  At  one  time,  being  President  of  the  Relief  Society,  Feb.  2, 
1906  to  May  2,  1907,  and  at  various  times  other  positions  in  the  Church.  She  was 
also  postmistress  at  Pinedale  for  some  years,  running  a  little  store  in  connection 
with  it. 

After  leaving  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  Ann  had  not  seen  one  of  her  relatives.  While 
at  Pinedale,  Arizona,  her  brother,  Abraham  Casbourne  of  Kansas,  paid  her  a 
pleasant  visit. 

In  1906,  at  the  age  of  74,  she  visited  Salt  Lake  City,  where  she  met  many 
friends  and  acquaintances,  and  met  and  talked  with  some  of  the  General  Author- 
ities of  the  Church,  including  President  Joseph  F.  Smith.  This  trip  seemed  to  be  a 
great  joy  and  satisfaction  to  her.  Since  then  she  has  been  spending  her  time  with 
her  children.  The  warmer  months  are  spent  in  the  mountains  of  northern  Arizona, 
where  she  visits  her  children  and  grandchildren  and  great  grandchildren.  At  the 
age  of  86  she  is  making  these  trips  without  an  escort.  When  at  home  she  often 
walks  2  miles  to  Sunday  School. 

It  is  her  small  stature  that  leaves  the  lasting  impression,  being  only  four  feet 
and  six  inches  in  height  and  weighing  eighty  pounds. 

When  90  years  of  age  a  friend  greeted  her  this  way,  "Why  Grandma,  how  do 
you  keep  so  young?  You  look  no  older  than  you  did  years  ago."  To  which  she 
replied,  "Just  being  happy  and  cheerful." 

Ann  Casbourne  died  2  5  August  1925,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Mary  Ann  Smith,  on  the  Huber  Ranch,  two  miles  west  and  one  mile  north  of 
Chandler,  Arizona.  In  life  she  had  been  called  Grandma  by  three  hundred  and 
seventy  descendants,  three  hundred  living.  Four  daughters  and  one  son  were  living 
at  the  time  of  her  death;  Mrs.  S.  J.  Murphy,  Mrs.  Marium  Hancock,  Mrs.  Mary 
Ann  Smith,  Mrs.  Ellen  Owens  and  son  David  Dalton.

DAVID  DALTON,  the  son  of  John  Dalton  and  Ann  Casbourne,  was  born 
July  25,  1868  in  a  simple,  one-room  dugout  in  Virgin  City,  Washington  County, 
Utah. 

During  his  childhood,  he  lived  at  various  times  throughout  most  of  the  towns 
and  settlements  in  southern  Utah.  Here  he  spent  his  boyhood  years,  working  and 
playing — learning  about  both  the  hardships  and  beauties  of  this  area.  While  still  a 
small  child  he  suffered  a  severe  case  of  measles,  which  damaged  his  eyesight.  When 
he  became  old  enough,  he  began  doing  his  share  to  support  the  family  by  herding 
sheep  and  cattle.  He  learned  early  in  life  to  accept  responsibility  far  above  his 
age.  He  also  learned  how  to  play  and  how  to  find  enjoyment  in  his  environment 
so  near  to  nature.  For  several  years  Zion's  Canyon  was  his  "playground,"  and  he 
spent  many  of  his  leisure  hours  exploring  the  rugged  terrain  and  enjoying  the 
natural  beauty.  It  was  during  this  period  of  his  life  that  David  received  most  of 
his  formal  education.  Because  of  the  necessity  of  his  working,  he  only  had  a  few 
scattered  years  of  school. 

When  David  was  twelve  years  old,  he,  his  mother,  his  oldest  sister  Ann 
Susanna  Williams  and  her  husband  Charles  Brewer,  moved  to  Taylor,  Arizona. 
Here,  and  in  Pinedale,  where  they  later  moved,  David  devoted  most  of  his  time  to 
working.  Many  of  his  responsibilities  at  the  age  of  twelve  were  the  responsibilities 
of  a  man.  He  worked  at  farming,  sheep  shearing,  and  lumber  milling  until  he  was 
seventeen  years  old.  It  was  then,  in  188  5,  that  David  and  his  mother  went  to  St. 
George,  Utah,  to  do  genealogical  and  Temple  work  for  his  mother's  family.  When 
this  had  been  completed,  they  returned  to  Arizona. 

David  now  began  hauling  freight  between  Pinedale  and  Fort  Apache  for  the 
United  States  Government,  and  to  Cibicue  for  a  sheep  man  named  Charles  Brown. 
Hauling  grain  and  supplies  by  wagon  and  an  eight-span  horse  team  over  crude 
roads  (when  there  were  roads)  was  strenuous  and  at  times  extremely  hazardous 
work.  The  cold  winter  months,  when  snow  was  high  on  the  ground,  and  the 
temperature  well  below  zero,  were  the  hardest  and  most  treacherous  months.  Some 
days  he  would  cover  less  than  a  mile  from  pre-dawn  to  evening,  and  on  one  trip  it 
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took  over  thirty  days  to  travel  a  one-hundred  mile  journey.  Under  such  conditions 
the  food  supply  often  ran  short  and  there  were  times  when  starvation  was  just 
around  the  corner.  Some  freighters  were  known  to  steal  from  the  government 
supplies  they  carried  when  their  own  supply  ran  short.  But  not  David.  Some 
cursed  his  stubbornness  and  some  praised  him,  but   all  who  worked  around   him 
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knew  of  his  uncompromising  sense  of  honesty.  It  was  said  that  he  would  have 
rather  starved  to  death  than  take  food  from  the  wagons  he  was  hauling.  And  at 
times  he  almost  did,  but  he  was  never  known  to  give  up  his  stubborn  sense  of 
honesty. 

He  also  worked  at  the  U.  S.  Mail  Station,  caring  for  the  horses  there.  It  was 
while  working  here  that  he  met  Lillias  McNeil.  It  wasn't  long  before  they  fell  in 
love  and  were  married  December  25,  1893,  Christmas  Day.  From  this  union  they 
were  blessed  with  nine  children.  After  their  marriage  they  lived  with  David's 
mother  until  they  bought  a  farm  just  outside  Pinedale.  In  October  1895  they 
traveled  by  covered  wagon  to  St.  George,  Utah  to  be  married  in  the  Temple.  Bad 
roads  made  the  journey  very  difficult  and  it  took  them  three  weeks  to  reach  St. 
George.  They  were  married  in  the  Temple  and  sealed  for  eternity  on  November  26, 
1895.  Shortly  thereafter,  in  December,  they  returned  home  to  their  farm  in  Pine- 
dale. 

In  1898  they  sold  their  farm  and  decided  to  move  to  Colonia,  the  Mormon 
settlement  in  Old  Mexico.  But  when  they  reached  Bryce,  Arizona,  they  were  con- 
vinced by  relatives  not  to  go  any  farther.  They  lived  in  Bryce  for  a  few  years 
under  very  trying  conditions.  Here  David  worked  at  farming  and  on  irrigation 
ditches.  His  average  wage  was  about  fifty  cents  a  day.  In  the  fall  of  1903  David's 
wife,  Lillias,  became  very  ill.  As  soon  as  she  was  able  to  travel  they  returned  to 
Pinedale  where  the  climate  was  more  favorable  to  her  condition.  Here  he  bought 
forty  acres  of  land  and  began  farming  on  his  own  again.  But  in  1910,  fire  de- 
stroyed the  farm,  and  he  and  his  family  moved  into  town  to  live.  He  again  took  up 
freight  hauling  to  support  his  family. 

David  had  always  taken  an  active  part  in  the  community  life.  Generally 
speaking  he  was  a  quiet  and  soft  spoken  man,  but  in  Pinedale  and  the  neighboring 
communities  he  became  known  as  the  best  square  dance  caller.  He  also  had  an 
excellent  voice  for  ballad  singing  and  often  entertained  at  public  events  and  dances. 
He  was  an  excellent  athlete  and  loved  to  play  baseball  and  run  foot  races.  He  be- 
came known  for  his  own  special  variety  of  a  sport  called  Stake  Racing;  two  op- 
ponents on  horseback  ride  from  the  start  to  a  given  point,  circle  around  the  stake 
at  that  point  and  race  back  to  the  start.  David,  however,  didn't  use  a  horse,  he 
raced  on  foot  against  his  opponent  on  horseback — and  he  usually  won. 

In  1916  David  and  his  family  homesteaded  in  Clay  Springs.  Again  he  took  to 
farming  until  1925,  when  tragedy  struck.  His  eyes,  weakened  early  in  life  by  a 
severe  case  of  measles,  had  grown  steadily  worse  during  the  past  few  years,  and  in 
this  year  192  5  he  became  totally  blind.  Fortunately  the  sight  of  one  eye  was 
partially  restored  through  a  special  surgical  operation,  but  David  was  never  again 
able  to  work  for  a  living. 

In  1928  he,  his  wife  Lillias,  and  his  three  youngest  daughters  moved  to  Ingle- 
wood,  California.  His  life  was  fairly  inactive.  His  poor  eyesight  kept  him  both 
from  working  and  participating  in  most  of  the  activities  which  he  loved.  But  even 
under  these  trying  circumstances,  he  remained  faithful,  as  he  had  throughout  his 
life,  to  his  responsibilities  in  the  church.  Although  he  was  physically  unable  to 
fulfill  many  callings,  he  took  his  responsibility  as  a  Ward  Teacher  very  seriously. 
Only  the  most  severe  circumstances  could  keep  him  from  doing  this  work.  And 
even  then,  when  he  had  no  choice,  he  felt  very  badly.  On  one  occasion  in  his  life 
when  a  case  of  pneumonia  forced  him  to  bed,  he  felt  so  badly  about  being  unable 
to  visit  the  families  that  he  wept.  Thus  we  see  that  although  David  had  his  short- 
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comings  and  faults,  as  do  all  men,  he  had  a  great  love  for  the  Gospel  and  a  strong 
desire  to  serve  the  Lord. 

Here  at  Inglewood,  on  March  5,  1933,  he  died  of  pneumonia.  His  body  was 
sent  to  Pinedale,  Arizona  for  burial  and  there  it  rests  today.

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CHAPTER  27 

JOHN  DALTON,  JR.  or  II  (23)  MARRIED 

MARRIANNE  CATHERINE  GARDIOL 

Marrianne's  ancestors  were  some  of  the  French  Huguenots,  the  Waldoness,  a 
group  that  settled  in  Northern  Italy,  then  Southern  France.  Here  they  lived  for 
centuries  being  isolated  from  the  Italian  people  by  the  religion  and  their  Romansh 
language. 

Marrianne  Gardiol  was  born  March  28,  18  34,  at  Prarustin,  St.  Second,  Pied- 
mont. Her  father  was  Jaques  Gardiol  and  her  mother  was  Catherine  Marguerite 
Durand.  She  had  eleven  brothers  and  sisters  but  was  the  only  one  of  the  family  as 
far  as  she  knows  that  came  to  America. 

She  was  baptized  July  20,  1854,  as  St.  Barthelemi  by  Elder  Betoch,  and  con- 
firmed the  same  day  by  Elder  Rulan. 

She  emigrated  to  America  by  the  perpetual  emigration  fund  in  1854.  Marri- 
anne gave  up  everything  for  her  religion.  She  came  with  a  "Cardon"  family  and  as 


Marianne  Catherine  (Gardiol)  Dalton 
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she  had  to  learn  a  new  language,  which  she  did  not  master  too  well,  and  never 
learned  to  read  and  write  the  new  language,  this  is  where  she  got  the  name  "Car- 
don"  which  was  not  right. 

Marrianne  was  five  feet  tall,  weighed  ninety  to  one  hundred  and  ten  pounds, 
black  hair,  brown  eyes  and  fair  skin. 

She  sailed  from  Liverpool,  England,  in  18  54,  with  seventeen  families  and  came 
up  the  Mississippi  River  by  way  of  New  Orleans.  As  transportation  and  other 
problems  arose  in  18  56,  the  first  handcart  company  was  led  across  the  plains  by 
Captain  Edmund  Ellsworth.  Marrianne  Gardiol  was  a  member  of  this  group.  They 
arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  Friday,  September  26,  1856. 

Marrianne,  then  a  young  lady,  married  John  Dalton  on  February  1,  1857,  and 
was  his  sixth  wife.  They  were  the  parents  of  seven  children.  She  was  very  clean 
and  a  hard  worker.  All  her  life  religion  meant  more  to  her  than  any  other  possession 
and  she  tried  to  teach  it  to  her  children  and  those  about  her.  She  died  October  14, 
1923,  and  was  buried  in  Rockville,  Washington  County,  Utah.

CHAPTER  28 

SIMON  COOKER  DALTON  (23) 

23.  SIMON  COOKER  DALTON  (DOLTEN),  (Blacksmith),  son  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  (Cooker)  Dalton,  b.  1  Jan.  1806,  Wilkes-Barre,  Luzerne  Co.,  Pa.,  died 
13  Oct.  1885,  Springville,  Utah  Co.,  Utah,  md.  1st  5  Aug.  1825,  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
ANNA  ANNABELLE  or  HANNIBAL,  dau.  of  Ebenezer  and  Ann  Annabelle  or 
Hannibal,  b.  5  May  1797,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Sometime  before  1811  the  Dalton  family  moved  to  Wysox,  Bradford  County, 
Pennsylvania  and  settled  on  the  little  Wysox  stream  above  the  Schultz  place,  his 
father's  location  being  known  as  "Dolton  Hollow." 

On  August  5,  1825,  Simon  Cooker  Dalton  married  Anna  Annabelle  or  Han- 
nibal in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  They  moved  to  Wysox,  Bradford  County, 
Penn.,  and  were  members  of  record  in  the  old  Presbyterian  Church  of  Wysox. 

In  183  5,  John  Dalton  Senior  and  family  moved  to  Michigan.  He  died  about 
183  5  at  Prob  or  Preb,  Michigan. 

The  1840  United  States  Census  for  the  town  of  Napoleon,  Jackson  County, 
Michigan,  lists  the  families  of  Moses  Varguson,  Hiram  Varguson  and  John  Varguson 
as  living  there.  These  were  the  families  of  Simon  Cooker  Dalton's  three  sisters,  Eliza- 
beth Dalton,  Jemima  Dalton  and  Harriett  Dalton. 

The  U.  S.  Census  of  1840  in  Grass  Lake,  Jackson  County,  Michigan,  lists  the 
family  of  Simon  Cooker  Dalton  and  his  mother  Elizabeth  Cooker  Dalton. 

Simon  Cooker  Dalton  having  heard  the  gospel  of  the  Mormon  Church,  decided 
to  move  farther  west.  His  wife  refused  to  go  with  him.  There  was  a  separation  in 
his  family.  His  wife  Anna  Annabelle  took  the  three  younger  children,  Sarah  Eliza- 
beth, Henry  Harvey  and  Harriet.  The  two  older  sons,  Charles  Wakeman  Dalton  and 
George  Simon  Dalton  decided  to  go  with  their  father. 

Sometime  before  1843,  Simon  Cooker  Dalton,  his  sons,  his  brothers  Charles 
Dalton,  John  Dalton  Jr.  and  family,  Henry  Simon  Dalton,  a  nephew  or  son  of 
Henry  Dalton,  settled  in  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  where  they  became  acquainted  with  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  All  these  Dalton  men  worked  on  the  Nauvoo  Temple. 
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In  Nauvoo,  Simon  Cooker  Dalton's  trade  was  that  of  a  knife  maker.  He  was  a 
guard  at  Nauvoo,  Illinois.  When  any  undesirable  people  came  to  the  city,  he  and 
others  got  together  with  knives  and  while  whittling  on  sticks  and  whistling,  they 
would  gather  about  undesirable  people  and  invite  them  to  leave  Nauvoo.  This  pur- 
pose was  often  accomplished. 

In  the  meantime  Luther  Warner,  his  wife  Permelia  Stanton  and  children, 
Elnora,  Terza,  Adelian  and  Mary  came  from  Manchester,  Ontario  County,  New 
York,  to  join  the  saints  in  Nauvoo,  Illinois. 

It  was  in  Nauvoo  where  Simon  Cooker  Dalton  met  and  married  Elnora 
Lucretia  Warner.  On  February  4,  1846,  Heber  C.  Kimball  was  presiding  in  the 
Nauvoo  Temple  and  said  "We  only  have  time  to  marry  one  more  couple  today." 
This  couple  was  Simon  Cooker  Dalton  and  Elnora  Lucretia  Warner. 

Elnora  L.  Warner  was  five  feet  five  inches  tall  and  weighed  one  hundred 
sixty  pounds.  She  had  blue  eyes  and  black  hair. 

Charles  Dalton,  the  brother  of  Simon  Cooker  Dalton,  had  married  Mary  Eliz- 
abeth Warner  in  1842,  a  sister  of  Elnora  Lucretia  Warner. 

In  the  exodus  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  from  Nauvoo,  Illinois  in  1846-1847, 
Simon  Cooker  Dalton  and  family,  Luther  Warner  and  family,  joined  the  Saints  in 
their  hazardous  trek  across  the  open  plains  to  the  Salt  Lake  Valley.  Luther  Warner 
contracted  cholera  and  died  on  the  plains.  The  families  continued  their  journey 
and  arrived  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  in  1849. 

This  is  the  Dalton  family  record  from  the  journal  of  Ella  Dalton  Miner, 
American  Ancestry,  Volume  4,  pages  216,  "John  Dalton  Senior,  born  in  Virginia 
1763,  died  1835  Prob,  Michigan.  John  is  son  of  Thomas  Dalton,  born  Pembrey, 
Wales,  November  the  25th,  1732,  settled  in  Virginia,  and  served  in  Revolutionary 
War.  His  wife  Betsy  was  born  in  Ireland." 

Before  1852,  Simon  Cooker  Dalton  moved  to  Centerville,  Davis  County,  Ter- 
ritory of  Deseret,  to  make  a  permanent  home.  Nine  children  were  born  to  Elnora 
L.  Warner  and  Simon  Cooker  Dalton.  On  November  9,  1865,  Elnora  was  taken  sick 
and  on  December  5,  1865,  she  died  from  childbirth.  This  child  was  never  named. 
She  was  buried  December  7,  1865,  at  Centerville,  Davis  County,  Utah. 

In  April,  1866,  Simon  Cooker  Dalton  and  family  moved  to  Springville,  Utah 
County,  Utah.  He  died  October  14,  1885,  and  was  buried  at  Springville,  Utah 
County,  Utah. — Helen  LaMar  Dalton  Palmer,  granddaughter.

Charles  Albert  Dalton  and  Sarah  Jane  (Wiley)   Dalton 


CHARLES  ALBERT  DALTON  was  born  on  the  Banks  of  the  Sweetwater  River 
in  Wyoming.  He  came  to  Iron  County  at  an  early  age.  He  was  needed  at  home  to 
protect  the  livestock  and  work  for  family  livelihood  so  was  only  able  to  complete 
the  sixth  grade  in  school.  He  herded  horses  at  the  age  of  eight.  Herding  horses  was 
necessary  to  save  on  feed  and  to  give  alarm  should  Indians  come.  He  married  Sarah 
Jane  Wiley.  Soon  after  they  were  married,  they  moved  to  Circle  Valley,  later  named 
Circleville,  Utah.  They  lived  in  a  stone  house  which  had  been  abandoned  when  the 
settlers  were  driven  from  the  Valley  by  the  Indians.  From  the  mountains,  he  cut 
logs  and  built  a  three-room  log  house.  In  this  house,  his  whole  family  was  born. 

He  had  a  mail  run  from  Marysvale  to  Panguitch,  Utah,  a  distance  of  60 
miles.  In  the  winter,  it  was  necessary  to  use  sleighs,  his  home  was  used  as  a  Change 
Station.  He  earned  money  for  his  family  hauling  freight  from  town  to  town.  He 
was  among  the  first  to  haul  lumber  over  Circleville  mountains  to  Milford,  Utah.  At 
times,  as  many  as  a  12 -mule  team  was  needed.

College  in  Cedar  City  for  one  year.  On  November  8,  1913,  he  married  Mary  Ann 
Thalia  McDonough  in  the  Manti  Temple.  He  spent  many  years  in  Church  work 
and  is  at  present  a  High  Priest,  1964.  He  helped  build  three  ward  buildings:  one  in 
Circleville,  Utah  (Circleville  Ward),  one  in  Payson,  Utah  (3rd  Ward),  and  one  in 
South  Gate,  California  (Walnut  Ward) .  He  was  a  farmer,  raised  cattle  and  sheep, 
and  did  road  construction  when  possible.  He  was  Road  Agent  in  Piute  County  for 
eight  years,  worked  as  foreman  for  the  State  in  Sanpete  and  Piute  Counties,  building 
and  maintaining  highways. 

He  built  a  trail  1 8  miles  long  from  the  foothills,  south  of  Circleville  to  what 
is  known  as  Adams  Head,  in  the  Nebo  Mt.  Range,  with  only  the  help  of  a  hand 
level,  for  grading,  and  work  horses  for  power.  While  working  for  the  Forestry 
Service,  he  built  the  first  gravel  road  through  Red  Canyon  to  Bryce  Canyon,  Utah, 
which  was  later  taken  over  by  Union  Pacific  Railroad. 

He  worked  as  a  grader  and  heavy  duty  operator  on  highways  in  Ogden,  Spanish 
Fork,  Payson,  and  Circleville,  Utah,  Canyons.  His  last  fifteen  years  of  work  were 
at  South  Gate,  California,  for  which  he  received  a  certificate  of  outstanding  service. 

He  was  elected  Representative  on  the  Democratic  ticket  from  Piute  County, 
in  1928  and  sat  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  Capitol  at  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  in  1928-1929  and  1929-1930.

John  Melvin  Dalton's  mother  died  when  he  was  just  nine  years  old  and  his 
father  shortly  afterwards  married  Louisa  (Durham)  Bowen  (widow  of  Israel 
Bowen) .  The  family  then  moved  to  Springville  on  a  farm.  Here  he  grew  to  be  a 
mature,  versatile  young  man,  and  not  only  engaged  in  farming,  but  he  and  his 
brother  Eugene  established  their  own  freighting  company,  running  between  Utah 
and  Nevada.  While  living  in  Springville,  he  met  Adelaide  Chase  and  they  were 
married  there  20  Jan.  1879.  Taking  his  bride  to  a  small  wooden  structure  located 
on  a  few  acres  of  ground  near  the  center  of  town,  Adelaide  and  John  began  their 
happy  life  together,  and  they  had  fourteen  children  (five  boys  and  nine  girls).  He 
was  a  good  father,  an  honorable  missionary,  a  businessman  with  sharp  acumen,  and 
taught  his  children  to  get  the  most  out  of  their  lives. 

Throughout  his  life,  religion  played  a  dominant  role;  John's  faith  was  a  part 
of  his  everyday  working  philosophy.  On  19  Jan.  1894,  he  left  his  home,  wife  and 
children  to  journey  to  England,  Ireland  and  Wales  to  fulfill  a  mission  for  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Upon  his  return  to  his  family  in 
Springville,  he  moved  them  to  Thomas  Fork,  Idaho  in  1898,  where  he  successfully 
engaged  in  cheese  manufacturing  in  conjunction  with  farming. 

John  always  had  his  wits  about  him,  and  while  others  were  wondering  what 
to  do,  he  did  it.  In  the  year  1900,  he  sold  the  farm  and  cheese  factory  and  moved 
his  family  to  Montpelier,  Idaho,  where  he  was  employed  by  the  railroad.  The  follow- 
ing year,  he  moved  his  family  to  Salt  Lake  City  and  was  successful  in  buying  and 
selling  cattle,  and  operating  his  own  Feed  and  Grain  business.  He  always  provided 
well  for  his  family  and  enjoyed  his  family  and  friends,  and  always  had  lots  of  them 
around  him. 

John  Melvin  Dalton  was  a  very  active  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.  On  Sunday  morning,  31  Oct.  1915,  he  had  been  to  church 
and  returned  to  his  home  from  his  Priesthood  meeting  early,  complaining  he  did 
not  feel  well.  The  doctor  was  called.  He  died  quietly  several  hours  later,  leaving  his 
testimony  of  the  divinity  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  as  an  everlasting  legacy  to 
his  family. 

Adelaide  Chase  was  born  12  Nov.  1860,  at  Springville,  Utah  Co.,  Utah.  After 
her  husband,  John  Melvin  Dalton,  died,  she  moved  in  1925  to  the  Los  Angeles 
County,  Los  Angeles,  California,  with  some  of  her  daughters,  and  was  active  in  the 
Church  activities  there.  She  died  26  Oct.  1948  at  her  daughter's  home  (Audrey 
Dalton  Sorensen)  at  Alhambra,  Los  Angeles  Co.,  California,  and  she  was  buried  at 
Evergreen  Cemetery,  Springville,  Utah.

Robert  Berry  had  previously  belonged 
to  the  Mormon  Church  but  left  the  church  and  separated  from  his  fam-

Elnora  Lucretia  Dalton's  mother,  Permelia  Stanton  Warner  lived  with 
Elnora  at  Centerville,  Utah.  She  died  at  Montpelier,  Idaho  and  was  bur- 
ied there    She  had  lived  in  Idaho  with  her  granddaughter  Bosetta  Berry. 
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CHAPTER  29 
CHARLES  DALTON  (23) 


Charles  Dalton 


23  CHARLES  DALTON,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Cooker)  Dalton,  born  22 
Aug.  1810,  Wysox,  Bradford  County,  Pennsylvania,  died  22  May  1891,  Ogden, 
Utah,  and  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Warner,  his  first  wife,  on  the  11  August  1842. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Luther  and  Permelia  (Stanton)  Warner  and  was  born  10 
February  1826,  at  Manchester,  Ontario  County,  New  York,  and  died  the  28  No- 
vember 1856,  at  Farmington,  Davis  County,  Utah. 

Charles  had  blue  eyes  and  brown  hair.  He  weighed  about  one  hundred  seventy 
pounds,  and  he  was  five  feet  eight  inches  tall.  His  facial  features  were  fine,  eye- 
brows medium  low  and  sharp  ears.  Even  in  old  age  he  retained  a  full  head  of  hair. 

Charles  lived  in  Bradford,  Bucks  and  Philadelphia  Counties,  Pennsylvania.  He 
then  moved  to  Michigan  where  he  met  Mary  Elizabeth  Warner.  They  later  moved 
to  Nauvoo,  Illinois. 

Charles  Dalton  was  appointed  sergeant  in  the  Nauvoo  Legion  by  Captain 
Norton  Jacobs  on  April  29,  1844.  On  May  6,  1844,  he  was  ordained  an  Elder  (The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints) .  His  Patriarchal  Blessing  was  given 
by  John  Smith,  October  15,  1844,  and  he  was  ordained  a  High  Priest  on  October 
20,  1844. 

Charles  Dalton  owned  property  in  Nauvoo.  When  the  Saints  were  driven  from 
their  homes  in  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  they  still  owned  their  property.  Grandfather's  deed 
is  now  in  a  safety  deposit  box.  The  deed  was  recorded  in  Book  B,  Pages  55  and  56, 
Number   280.   Recorded   January    15,    1844,   to   Cnarles   Dalten   July    31,    1843, 
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Nauvoo,  Hancock  County,  Illinois,  No.  280.  Joseph  Smith  recorder  and  William 
Clayton,  clerk. 

Charles  Dalton  has  left  us  a  more  complete  record  of  his  life  and  passed  on  a 
greater  desire  for  genealogy  work  to  his  descendants  than  any  of  the  Daltons. 

He  was  the  first  member  of  all  Daltons  in  the  world  to  perform  ordinance 
work  for  the  dead.  He  was  baptized  August  13,  1843,  for  his  father,  John  Dalton, 
his  brother  Henry  Dalton,  sister  Sally  Dalton,  as  well  as  his  grandparents,  Thomas 
and  Betsey  Dalton  (Polly)  and  grandparents  Simon  and  Betzey  Cooker. 

He  kept  a  Diary,  which  we  have  in  part;  another  Diary  was  loaned  and  lost. 
Eliza  R.  Snow's  Diary  published  in  the  Improvement  Era,  April  1943,  contains  a 
valuable  history  of  the  Third  Pioneer  Division  of  which  Charles  was  a  member. 
Articles  by  the  Daughters  of  Utah  Pioneers,  describe  several  episodes  in  his  pioneer 
life,  one  being  of  his  Mission  to  the  Salmon  River  country,  entitled  The  Mormons 
In  Idaho. 

Charles  Dalton  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Warner  were  endowed  in  the  Nauvoo 
Temple  on  the  10th  of  January,  1846. 

In  the  spring  of  1846,  they,  along  with  other  pioneers,  were  forced  to  leave 
Nauvoo,  Illinois,  and  seek  refuge  in  the  unsettled  open  country  of  Iowa.  Between 
the  Pawnee  Station  and  the  Missouri  River,  Martha  Jane  was  born  and  died  at 
Winter  Quarters  only  eight  months  old.  Her  name  is  carved  on  the  beautiful  monu- 
ment in  the  cemetery  at  Florence,  Nebraska. 

Charles,  3  8  years,  his  wife  22  and  only  child,  John  Luther,  five  years  of  age, 
left  the  Elkhorn  River,  July  10,  1848,  with  the  Third  Division,  Willard  Richards 
in  charge,  and  started  across  the  plains  for  Utah. 

The  Third  Division  was  composed  of  502  whites,  24  negroes,  169  wagons,  50 
horses,  20  mules,  515  oxen,  426  cows  and  loose  cattle,  369  sheep,  63  pigs,  5  cats, 
170  chickens,  4  turkeys,  7  ducks,  5  doves  and  3  goats.  Part  of  the  Division  arrived 
in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  on  the  19th  of  October,  1848. 

They  lived  at  the  Church  Farm  in  Salt  Lake  City,  later  moving  to  Farming- 
ton.  He  was  called  on  a  Mission  to  labor  "In  the  Valleys  of  the  Mountains"  on  the 
7th  of  October,  18  52.  "At  conference  of  the  Church  held  in  Salt  Lake,  April  6, 
1855,  27  men  were  called  by  President  Young  to  go  on  a  mission  to  the  Indians 
in  Idaho  and  adjacent  countries."  Charles  was  one  of  these  missionaries.  "Each 
man  was  required  to  take  three  bushels  of  wheat,  three  hundred  pounds  of  flour, 
and  seed  suitable  for  cultivation  in  the  northern  climate.  The  missionaries  were 
instructed  to  settle  among  the  Flathead,  Bannock  or  Shoshone  Indians.  They  were 
to  raise  crops,  build  houses  and  forts,  and  convert  the  Indians  to  the  ways  of  civili- 
zation, induce  them  to  give  up  their  savage  ways,  and  also  to  convert  them  to 
Mormonism.  They  left  on  May  15,  1855.  On  May  29  they  reached  Snake  River  near 
Fort  Hall.  In  order  to  cross  Snake  River  they  had  to  repair  an  old  ferry  boat.  While 
here  three  Bannock  Indians,  who  had  accompanied  the  missionaries  for  several  days, 
applied  for  baptism.  They  were  the  first  of  about  one  hundred  Bannocks  who 
joined  the  Church  through  the  efforts  of  these  missionaries."  (D.U.P.  Files.) 

It  is  interesting  to  read  Grandfather's  Diary  which  begins: 

"Started  from  home  on  mission,  swam  our  cattle  and  horses  and  camped  on  the 
west  bank  with  all  the  Carson  Valley  Mission.  All  was  well  and  the  blessings  of 
the  Lord  was  upon  us,  and  we  organized  ourselves  into  a  traveling  capacity." 

Many  things  happened  during  this  Mission,  far  too  numerous  to  relate  here.  His 
young  wife  died.  His  son,  Charles  Sheffield,  was  born.  The  Indians  were  good,  and 
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bad.  Mountaineers  and  U.  S.  Troops  were  deceitful  and  vicious.  President  Young 
finally  called  the  remainder  of  the  missionaries  home.  Three  of  them  had  been 
massacred  by  the  Indians.  Grandfather  Dalton  escaped  injury,  although  he  was  in 
the  midst  of  the  violence. 

Charles  married  Eunice  Daniels  in  Salt  Lake  City.  They  lived  in  Farmington, 
Centerville,  Sugar  House,  then  moved  to  Peterson  in  Morgan  County.  Here  he 
again  farmed  but  also  opened  a  blacksmith  shop  where  the  Union  Pacific  Station 
now  stands.  Their  home  was  on  a  hill  about  where  the  school  house  is  located.  They 
were  living  in  Peterson  when  the  first  train  came  through.  Farmers  exchanged 
grain,  flour  and  anything  they  had  to  pay  for  "blacksmithing." 

Dalton  Creek  was  named  in  honor  of  Charles.  He  helped  build  a  fort  for 
protection  against  the  Indians.  He  visited  his  brother  John  at  the  Church  Farm. 

Eunice  was  the  mother  of  six  fine  sons  but  died  at  the  age  of  thirty  four.  The 
little  wife  of  John  Luther  mothered  and  cared  for  the  little  boys  until  Charles 
married  Emily  Halliday,  a  widow. 

They  took  their  eight  children  and  moved  to  Hooper  on  March  1,  1870,  where 
Charles  farmed  and  operated  another  blacksmith  shop.  It  was  the  most  difficult 
work,  as  "Hooper  was  nothing  but  sagebrush  and  greasewood."  They  built  their 
house  of  boards,  straight  up  and  down,  with  cane  squeezings  for  the  roof.  Later  the 
house  was  replaced  with  one  made  of  adobes. 

The  great  Salt  Lake  was  lower  than  it  had  ever  been  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
white  man.  Charles  used  to  walk  out  across  the  wide  stretches  of  white  and  gather 
their  salt. 

He  was  First  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Sunday  School  in  South  Hooper 
from  1882  to  1886.  He  helped  organize  the  first  Relief  Society  in  Hooper. 

He  was  a  lover  of  horses  as  were  all  his  sons  and  he  usually  owned  a  beautiful 
team. 

They  lived  in  South  Hooper  until  the  last  child  was  married.  They  left  their 
old  home  and  lived  with  William  Henry  and  Simon.  Mrs.  Dalton  spent  some  time 
with  her  son,  Steve. 

Charles  helped  his  son,  John  Luther,  in  genealogy  and  was  chairman  of  the 
first  Dalton  Genealogical  Organization. 

When  Grandfather  was  eighty  years  old  he  contracted  erysipelas  and  passed 
away  at  the  home  of  his  son,  Simon,  in  Ogden,  Utah.  He  was  buried  in  the  Ogden 
City  Cemetery,  Lot  4-6-D,  in  May,  1891.

Mary  Elizabeth  Warner  was  born  February  10,  1826,  at  Manchester,  Ontario 
County,  New  York,  and  died  November  28,  1856,  at  Farmington,  Davis  County, 
Utah.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Luther  Warner  and  Permelia  (Stanton)  Warner. 
Her  father  Luther  Warner  was  born  in  1779  and  died  April  24,  1850,  of  Cholera 
on  the  way  to  Utah.  Her  mother,  Permelia  (Stanton)  Warner  was  born  February 
8,  1797,  and  married  Luther  Warner  June  5,  1821,  in  Michigan.  She  died  October 
7,  1876,  at  Farmington,  Utah.  Luther  Warner  was  the  son  of  David  C.  Warner  and 
Mary  (Russell)  Warner.  Mary  (Russell)  Warner  was  thought  to  have  been  an 
adopted  child.  David  C.  Warner  was  the  son  of  Jessie  Warner  and  Mary  (Cooley- 
VanHorn)  Warner. 

Permelia  Stanton  was  the  daughter  of  Isaac  Stanton.  She  was  born  February  8, 
1797,  in  Michigan,  and  died  October  7,  1876,  at  Farmington,  Utah.  Isaac  Stanton, 
her  father,  was  the  son  of  Amos  Stanton  and  Mary  (Davis)  Stanton.  He  was  born 
January  8,  1770,  at  Syracuse,  New  York,  and  was  married  on  23  June,  1785,  to 
Mary  Elizabeth  (Smith)  Stanton,  and  died  August  29,  1832.  This  branch  of  the 
family  dates  back  to  1632  when  Thomas  Stanton  came  to  America.  Mary  Elizabeth 
(Smith)  Stanton  was  born  April  23,  1775,  at  Orange  County,  New  York  and  died 
March  17,  1835,  at  Syracuse,  New  York. 


CHAPTER  3  0 
JOHN  LUTHER  DALTON 

JOHN  LUTHER  DALTON,  only  son  of  Charles  Dalton  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
Warner  was  born  18  October,  1843,  in  Nauvoo,  Hancock  County,  Illinois.  When 
he  was  two  years  old,  his  parents  being  loyal  and  true  to  the  gospel  they  had  em- 
braced, left  their  homes  once  more  following  their  leaders  across  the  Mississippi 
River  into  the  wilderness  of  Iowa  in  the  spring  of  1846.  They  remained  with  the 
main  group  of  people  until  the  summer  of  1848  when  the  family  started  across  the 
plains,  leaving  the  Elkhorn  River  on  July  10th.  They  traveled  with  the  Third 
Company  under  command  of  Willard  Richards,  arriving  in  Salt  Lake  Valley,  19 
October,  1848. 

John  L.  was  an  only  child,  two  younger  sisters  having  passed  away  in  infancy, 
one  at  the  age  of  three  months  in  Nauvoo,  the  other  being  born  between  the 
Pawnee  Station  and  the  Missouri  River  in  the  wilderness  and  then  passing  this 
mortal  life  seven  months  later. 

They  lived  on  the  Church  farm  upon  their  arrival  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  later 
moved  into  the  fort  for  the  winter  as  a  safety  measure  necessitated  by  troublesome 
Indians.  They  later  lived  in  Farmington,  Centerville,  and  Peterson,  Weber  Valley, 
Utah. 
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At  eleven  years  his  father  Charles  Dalton  was  called  on  a  mission  to  the 
Indians  in  Idaho  for  the  Church  and  Luther,  as  he  was  called,  was  left  to  care  for 
his  mother  who  died  about  18  months  later  while  his  father  was  still  on  the  mission. 
Luther  had  six  brothers  by  his  father's  second  wife,  Eunice  Daniels. 

At  the  age  of  19  he  was  called  on  a  mission  to  England  by  President  Brigham 
Young,  departing  the  28  April  1865.  While  in  England  he  did  an  extensive  amount 
of  research  work  in  the  fields  of  genealogy.  He  also  met  the  girl  that  was  to  be- 
come his  wife,  Elizabeth  Mary  Studer.  She  with  her  family  emigrated  to  America 
and  Utah  in  early  September,  1866,  and  they  were  married  on  the  21st  of  Sep- 
tember 1866. 

Eleven  children  were  born  to  this  union.  John  Luther  Dalton  was  a  business 
man.  He  owned  and  operated  a  music  and  book  store,  dealing  in  organs,  musical 
instruments  and  books,  later  expanding  to  furniture,  stoves  and  ranges.  It  was 
while  in  this  business  that  he  ruined  his  health  through  lifting  these  heavy  articles 
of  furniture.

In  1888  he  made  another  trip  to  England,  this  time  for  himself.  The  Dalton 
family  or  families  are  indebted  to  him  and  the  efforts  he  put  forth,  leaving  no 
stone  unturned  to  gather  data  as  far  back  as  could  be  found  on  the  Dalton  pro- 
genitors. He  found  that  Le  Sieur  Dalton  and  two  sons,  John  and  Simon  de  Dalton, 
came  from  Normandy  about  1135  A.D.,  at  the  time  of  King  Henry  II.  The  name 
Dalton  is  derived  from  the  place  where  they  lived,  a  Dale,  thus  the  name  Dalton. 
From  these  two  sons  sprang  the  Daltons.  As  time  went  on  one  of  the  descendants 
had  two  sons,  one  of  them  remained  in  England,  the  other  went  to  Ireland,  hence 
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came  the  names  D 'Alton,  Daulton,  etc.,  consequently  the  Daltons  from  Ireland  and 
the  Daltons  from  England  are  all  from  the  same  family  even  though  their  names 
are  spelled  differently. 

John  Luther  took  another  wife,  17th  of  February,  1890,  Amy  Edgley.  To 
this  union  four  children  were  born.  He  served  another  mission,  president  of  Cali- 
fornia Mission  1892-1894,  taking  his  wife  Amy  and  infant  son  John  Luther,  Jr., 
with  him.  A  second  son  was  born  to  them  in  Oakland,  California.  In  the  ensuing 
years  after  returning  from  this  mission  he  engaged  in  dairying  and  he  owned  and 
operated  a  butcher  shop  in  Pocatello,  Idaho. 

His  health  had  been  impaired  and  he  was  unable  to  do  strenuous  work  so  did 
such  work  as  he  could  do.  He  passed  away  December  29,  1908,  at  Pocatello,  Idaho. 
He  gathered  and  assembled  literally  thousands  of  names  of  the  Dalton  and  allied 
lines.

William  Henry  Dalton  was  the  last  child  of  Charles  Dalton,  and  he  was  a 
native  pioneer.  He  cleared  land,  farmed  when  farming  was  desperately  hard;  used 
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little  machinery  and  worked  primarily  the  hard  way — by  hand!  He  was  taking 
every  opportunity  available  for  extra  work;  he  helped  build  many  roads,  in  fact 
nearly  every  road  in  and  around  Weber  County,  as  well  as  Ogden  and  Weber 
Canyons;  working  with  team  and  scraper,  or  with  the  shovel,  mixing  and  working 
in  cement  on  the  Davis  &  Weber  Canal,  working  on  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande 
and  Bamberger  tracks;  helping  with  construction  on  building  in  Ogden,  carrying 
bricks,  and  riding  the  "sprinkler  wagons"  to  settle  the  dust  in  summer.  All  these 
and  many  more,  besides  all  the  chores,  of  irrigating,  plowing,  cultivating,  harvest- 
ing, haying,  necessary  to  run  the  farm  were  the  activities  of  the  tireless  William 
Henry  Dalton.  No  matter  what  it  was,  he  was  always  eager  to  be  working;  put- 
ting in  long,  hard,  honest  hours,  never  too  tired  to  keep  smiling,  to  be  kind  and 
loving  to  his  family,  full  of  fun  and  humor  with  all. 

He  had  a  superior  disposition  and  an  excellent  philosophy  for  rearing  his 
family.  No  quarreling  was  permitted.  He  set  the  perfect  example.  Never  did  he 
speak  an  unkind  word  to  his  wife,  and  only  ruled  the  children  with  kindness.  They 
were  trained  from  the  first  to  obey  when  they  were  spoken  to.  He  told  his  married 
children  to  rear  their  families  by  telling  them  only  once,  but  to  make  sure  they 
understood,  then  to  make  sure  they  did  it. 

He  always  encouraged  his  family  to  live  every  principle  and  ordinance  of  the 
gospel,  to  always  improve  themselves  and  to  serve  the  Lord  with  all  their  strength. 
Be  examples!  His  children  grew  up  with  the  desire  to  have  a  perfect  attendance  at 
all  meetings,  school  or  whatever  group  they  might  belong,  and  not  only  to  always 
be  there  but  to  be  there  on  time.  His  word  was  as  good  as  a  bond.  There  was  no 
deceit,  no  fault-finding  and  no  dislike  for  any  human  being. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  serving 
faithfully  all  his  life.  He  spent  two  years  in  Home  Missionary  work,  many  years 
as  a  Ward  Teacher  and  a  High  Priest  in  his  home  town  of  Roy,  Utah. 

He  organized  the  "Dalton  Family  Night"  and  was  made  president.  For  years, 
all  the  families  met  together  each  month  for  these  lovely  occasions.  He  started  the 
Dalton  reunions. 

He  was  fond  of  beautiful  horses,  always  taking  good  care  of  them,  their 
harnesses  and  the  carriages,  that  it  was  a  pleasure  to  ride  with  him. 

He  held  membership  in  the  Weber  County  Farm  Bureau  as  well  as  the  Utah 
State  Farm  Bureau.  His  twenty  acre  farm  was  among  the  best.  All  kinds  of  lush 
fruits,  melons  and  tomatoes  were  especially  delectable. 

He  often  remarked  that  no  one  of  his  nine  children  ever  displeased  him  or 
gave  him  cause  to  worry. 

"Nay,  speak  no  ill"  should  be  the  epitaph  in  the  Roy  Cemetery,  as  he  lived 
and  taught  that  all  his  life,  "If  you  can't  say  good  things,  then  don't  say  any- 
thing."
